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24 women passengers freed : Release of 17 prisoners demanded 

Kuwaiti airliner 
hijacked to Iran 
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NICOSIA. April 5, (Agen- 
cies): Arab hijackers today 
seized a Kuwait Airways 
jumbo whose passengers 
included three members of 
Kuwait's royal family and 
forced it to land in Mashhad, 
northeast Iran, demanding 
the release of 17 “political 
prisoners” held in Kuwait. 

They have set a 12-hour 
(leadline for their demands to be 
met, the Iranian national news 
agency Irna said. 

Decision 

The hijackers have freed 24 
women passengers, the Iranian 
news agency lraa said. 

The agency, gave no other 
detail about the passengers still 
held on board the plane. 

It said the decision followed 
the efforts of a delegation headed 
by Iranian Deputy Prime Mini- 
ster Alireza Moayyeri. 

lraa reported that the hijack- 
ers said in a statement radioed to 
the 1 control tower at Mashhad 
ainjoft: “We ask you- Iranian 
ofSaaJs to mediate between ns 
and the Kuwaiti government if 
you want.” 

The release of the 17 jailed in 
Kuwait for political violence is a 
frequent demand of militants. 

The hijackers' statement stres- 
sed: “This is our main demand ...

we are ready to cooperate with 
them (the Kuwaiti government) 
and if they accept our demand we 
will prove our goodwill. 

“If you do not want to 
mediate, we ask for fuel and 
other needs and then we will take 
off," Irna reported. 

The agency said earlier that the 
hijackers threatened to blow up 
the Boeing 747 if Iranian security 
forces approached it. 

It was not dear whether the 
Iranians agreed to refuel the 
jetliner. 

But Irna and Tehran Radio, 
said Iranian security forces 
surrounded the plane on the tar- 
mac at Mashhad to prevent it 
taking off. 

The flight KU 422 originated 
in Bangkok. The plane. Al 
Jabriya, was commandeered 
three hours after it took off from 
Bangkok on a flight to Kuwait, 
with 97 passengers and IS crew . 
members aboard. 

Freed 

One traveller, a Jordanian 
with “a heart condition," was 
freed several' hours after the 
plane landed at Mashhad at 7:30 
am^(M88^GM3X the Islamic 
republic news agency reported. 

The freed passenger, business- 
men Mustafa Issa, 42, later 
appeared on Tehran television, 
and said there were “six or seven' ■ 
hijackers, armed with hand- 
bombs and pistols. 


"They told us: ‘Don't worry, 
we are after redressing our rights 
denied by the Kuwaiti govern- 
ment.' They tied the passengers' 
hands and seated them in the rear 
section of the plane." 

Kuwait aviation sources, 
speaking on condition of anon- 
ymity, said the hijacked plane's 
pilot is an Iraqi and the other 
crew members are 12 Arabs, a 
Thai and a Filipino. The co-pilot 
is a Syrian. 

The plane was supplied with 
water and a “charger" to keep its 
air conditioning working follow- 
ing demands by the hijackers, the 
Iranian agency reported. 

Problem 

The Kuwait government, its 
relations with Tehran strained 
over the 7- 1 /2-year-old Iran-fraq 
war urged Inn to handle the 
incident carefully. 

Iran's powerful Parliament 
Speaker, Hashemi Rafsanjani, 
said; “Despite Kuwait’s insis- 
tence we have asked our officials 
to solve the. problem 
immediately." 

Otherwise, he said, the plane 
must leave Iran. 

Iranian Prime Minister Hos~ 
sein Mousavi said Iran was try- 
ing to “resolve the incident 
peacefully to save the lives of the 
people on board," Tehran Radio 
reported. 

Moayyeri, earlier in the day 
went to Mashhad to negotiate 


with the hijackers and requested 
that all women aboard the plane 
be released. 

. MousAvi told Tehran Radio 
that hijackings were “against 
humanitarian and Islamic prin- 
ciples and unacceptable as a 
political lactic.” 

Initially. Iran refused to allow 
the plane to land, but it reversed 
the decision when the pilot said 
he was running out of fuel, Irna 
and Tehran Radio said. 

After circling for 44 minutes, 
the plane touched down in Mash- 


had at 7:30 am (0400 GMT) 
“solely for humanitarian 
reasons," an unnamed Foreign 
Ministry spokesman told Irna. 

The Kuwait news agency 
quoted a spokesman for the 
airline as saying contact was lost 
with the aircraft whileit flew over 
Muscat, Oman, in the southern 
Gulf.

Hezbollah 
men held 
in Bangkok

ARAB TIMES has learnt 
that four of the collaborators 
of the hijackers were arrested 
in Bangkok and have been 
identified as members of the 
Hezbollah. They are being 
questioned. 

Aviation sources in Kuwait 
said Kuwait Airways flights 
on the Kuwail-Baagkok 
route, unlike many of the 
airline's other flights, did not 
carry armed security guards 
as security at Bangkok air- 
port was considered 
adequate. 

In December 1984, four 
men seeking the release of the 
17 Arabs hijacked a Kuwaiti 
airliner to Tehran and shot 
dead two American passen- 
gers before Iranian security 
guards stormed the plane and 
seized them. Their fatehas not 
been revealed.

Iranian missile 
hits Baghdad 


BAGHDAD, April 5, (Agen- 
cies): An Iranian missile hit 
Baghdad today hours after Bul- 
garian Prime Minister Georgi 
Atanasov began an official visit 
to the Iraqi capital, a military 
spokesman said. 

He said the missile landed on a 
resided tial area kilting or wound- 
ing an unspecified number of 
people and damaging property. 

Baghdad television said Atan- 
asov had talks with President 
Saddam Hussein today and 
delivered a message from Bul- 
garian head of state Todor 
Zhivkov d ealin g with bilateral 
relations. 

Ancient 

The Iranian missile hit Bagh- 
dad after five Iraqi missiles were 
fired at Iranian cities, two at 
Tehran, two al the holy city of 
Qom and one at the ancient 
capital of Isfahan. Iran said three 
people were killed in Qom. 

Iraq fired a missile at Isfahan ■ 
yesterday hours after an Iranian 
missile raid on thelraqi oil city of 
Kirkuk, where an Iraqi spokes- 
man said several people were 
killed or wounded. 

It said the attacks were in repr- 
isal for raids on Iranian cities in 


which 21 people were killed. The 
tit-for-iat attacks marked the full 
resumption of the “war of the 
cities" after a three-day halt last 
weekend. 

An Iraqi military spokesman 
said that apart from the missiles 
fired at Tehran, Baghdad also 
fired two missiles at the holy city 
of Qom and one at the historical 
city of Isfahan in central Iran. 

He said Iraqi jets also raided 
the western Iranian town of 
Hamadan and the southwestern 
town of Dezful. Tehran Radio 
said the raid on Hamadan hit 
residential areas. 

The radio said Iranian anti- 
aircraft gunners shot down an 
Iraqi PC-7 jet over Sulayman- 
iyah province, where Iranian for- 
ces seized a swathe of territory in 
an offensive last month. 

Iraq yesterday accused Iran of 
using chemical weapons saying 
88 of its soldiers were in a Bagh- 
dad hospital suffering from the 
effects of Iranian chemical 
weapons. 

The Iraqi News Agency (IN A) 
said Foreign Minister Tareq 
Aziz asked UN Secretary-Gen- 
eral Javier Perez de Cuellar to 
send a mission to visit the sol- 
diers. 


Relatives anxious 
for information

IN Kuwait the anxious relatives 
and friends of the hostages were 
listening to the radio, contacting 
newspapers and their embassies 
for information. 

A spokesman for the Mitsubi- 
shi Heavy Industries Ltd in 
Kuwait said the company 
received a call from the family of 
Masato Otsuzuku, 41 , who is on 
the hijacked flight. 

"We have no information, we 
just don’t know what to tell 
them," he said. Otsuzuku, who 
has already spent three months in 
Kuwait, went to Japan to com- 
plete the formalities related to his 
residence and was on his way 
back to Kuwait. 

Fateful 

He was to take the position of 
assistant site manager at the Al 
Zoor south power station boiler 
project and was planning to 
spend more than a year in 
Kuwait. 

The 14-year-old daughter of 
Ahmed and Fawzia Nisar 
Memon from Pakistan who are 
on the fateful flight, was shocked 
at the news about the hijacking. 
She said she was listening with 
her sister to the news bulletins on 
the radio hoping to learn about 


her parents' destiny. 

The Pakistani embassy and the 
Khorafi Machines Company 
where Nisar works were also in 
contact with the authorities and 
Nisar’ s children. 

The Nisars were part of a 
group of seven, four Pakistanis 
and three Austrians, who left 
together for Bangkok a week ago 
on a business cum pleasure trip. 

A spokesman for the Austrian 
embassy confirmed that three 
Austrian nationals with 
residence in Kuwait were on the 
flight KU 422. They are Josef 
and Sonja Degeorgi and Heinz 
Orlhner. 

“We just hope that the 
incident ends up without a 
bloodshed,” the spokesman said. 

Awaiting 

The Thai Ambassador to 
Kuwait, Vichien Chatsuwan, 
was last night awaiting a report 
from Bangkok. 

There are right Thai nationals 
on the hijacked flight but the 
diplomat said he did not know 
them and suggested they might 
be workers' on one of the con- 
struction projects in KuwaiL 

The Syrian embassy had no 
information on the three of their 
naiionals, among them one 
woman, who are also among the 
hostages. 


US, UK 

condemn 

hijacking 

UNITED NATIONS, April 5, 
(Agencies): UN Secretary-Gen- 
eral Javier Perez de Cuellar said 
he was appalled by the hijacking 
of a Kuwaiti airliner today and 
appealed for the immediate 
release of the passengers. 

The United States and Britain 
condemned the hijacking. 

. “For compelling human 
reasons, the secretary-general 
appeals to the hijackers to release 
immediately the passengers on 
board,” said his spokesman 
Francois Giuliani, reading from 
a statement. 

The United Nations has cons- 
istently condemned hijacking 
and taking of hostages as illegal 
and unjustifiable, the statement 
from the secretary-general said. 

The British government today 
condemned the hijacking. 

• A Foreign Office spokesman 
in London said that “this is a 
totally unacceptable act of 
terrorism.” 

He recalled that Britain has in 
the past condemned such acts 
against civilian aircraft. 

The spokesman pointed out 
“we are extremely worried about 
the incident.” 

“We condemn this hijacking 
as we do all such acts of terror- 
ism.” Deputy State Department 
spokeswoman Phyllis Oakley 
told reporters. “We urge the 
government oflran to live up to 
its responsibilties to resolve the 
incident and bring the per- 
petrators tojustice.” 


Emergency cabinet meeting held 

Delegation will 
be sent to 
help free plane 



KUWAIT will send a delegation 
to Iran to help Iranian auth- 
orities free 1 1 1 people on a 
hijacked Kuwaiti airliner in the 
city of Mashhad. 

The cabinet approved the 
measure during an emergency 
cabinet session last night. 

Rashed Al Rashed, Minister 
of Slate for Cabinet Affairs, said 
Iran had asked for a Kuwaiti 
delegation. He did not say where 
or when the group would go. 

The extraordinary cabinet 
meeting was held at the Shaab 
Palace under the chairmanship 
of HH the Crown Prince and 
Premier Sheikh Saad Al 
Abdullah to discuss the develop- 
ments on the hijack. 

Briefed 

Rashed said after the meeting 
that the cabinet was briefed on all 
contacts that took place between 
the Iranian authorities and the 
hijackers to ensure release of the 
plane and its passengers. 

The Kuwaiti cabinet expres- 


sed satisfaction with statements 
by Iranian officials which 
showed their concern for the pas- 
sengers' safety. Rashed said. 

Earlier. Iranian Prime Mini- 
ster Mir-Hossein Mousavi said 
Iran was trying to end the matter 
peacefully and rejected hijack- 
ing. 

Rashed said Iranian Foreign 
Minister Ali Akbar Velayati sent 
a letter to Deputy Premier 
Sheikh Sabah Al Ahmed Al 
Sabah, expressing similar views. 

“To reinforce the efforts made 
by officials in the Islamic 
Republic of Iron and in response 
to a request by Iranian auih- 
ori ties, the cabi net has decided to 
send a delegation from Kuwait to 
facilitate the mission of the Iran- 
ian authorities to free the 
hijacked passengers." Rashed 
said. 

The cabinet hoped the Iranian 
efforts will be successful in ensur- 
ing the release of the plane and its 
passengers. 


Kuwait asks Tehran to 
keep the plane grounded 


KUWAIT yesterday asked Iran 
to prevent a hijacked Kuwaiti 
airliner from taking off from the 
Iranian city of Mashhad. 

The Kuwaiti Foreign Ministry 
asked Iranian authorities to 
prevent theplane taking off from 
Mashhad, a city of 1 .5 million in 
the north-easter* corner of Iran 
close to the Soviet Union and 
Afghanistan. 

Opposes. 

The Foreign Ministry sum- 
moned the Iranian charge d’af- 
faires in Kuwait and urged his 
government to settle the matter 
quickly and carefully. 

“Kuwait is confident that the 
relevant authorities in Iran will 
deal with this matter wisely and 
in such a way as to preserve the 
safety of the passengers, crew 
and plane,” a ministry official 
said. 


“It hopes that Iranian auth- 
orities will be able to end this 
unfortunate incident as quickly 
as possible," the official added. 

Iranian Prime Minister Mir- 
Hossein Mousavi said the Iran- 
ian government was trying to 
solve the hijack problem 
peacefully. 

Tehran radio quoted him as 
saying: “The government of the 
Islamic Republic oflran opposes 
any move which might endanger 
the lives of innocent people. 

“These moves are not correct 
from an ideological and human- 
itarian point of view. Neither are 
they politically coned. 

“In view of the request made 
by the Kuwaiti government, at 
present the responsible officials 
are trying to solve the problem in 
a peaceful manner and to save 
the lives of the passengers .’’ 


Three Sabah family 
members on board 


BANGKOK, April 5, (AP): 
Three members of Kuwait’s rul- 
ing Al Sabah family were among 
112 passengers and crew mem- 
bers aboard a Kuwaiti Airways 
jetliner hijacked Lo Iran, an 
airline official said today. 

Elias H. Shiber, country man- 
ager for Kuwait Airways, said 
the Boeing 747 departed Ban- 
gkok international airport at 
3:30 am Tuesday (2030 GMT) 
and was hijacked one hour and 
50 minutes before its scheduled 
landing in Kuwait. 

Shiber released a list of 97 pas- 
sengers aboard the aircraft. 
Earlier reports had said the plane 
carried 96 passengers and a crew 
of 15. 

Passports 

The passenger list included 30 
Kuwaitis. 20 Britons, eight 
Thais, four people each from 
Pakistan, Egypt. Ireland and 
Bahrain, three each from Jordan, 
Austria and Syria, two each from 
Germany, Saudi Arabia and 
Iraq, and one South Korean, 
Japanese, Singaporean, Palestin- 
ian, Colombian and Lebanese, 

One other passenger held both 
US and Egyptian passports while 
another's nationality was not 
known. Shiber said. 

The crew members included 
four Egyptians, three each from 
Kuwait and Jordan, and one 
each from Yemen, Sudan, Iraq, 
the Philippines and Thailand. 

The airline could not 
immediately say if the two pas- 
sengers with German passports 
were from East or West Ger- 
many, or if the crew member was 
from North or South Yemen. 

Shiber said the first class pas- 
senger list included three mem- 
bers of Ai Sabah family; Ibtesam 
Khaled Al Sabah, Fadil Khaled 
Al Sabah and the wife of Khaled 
Anwar Al Sabah. 

Britain said today that20 of its 
nationals were aboard the 
hijacked plane. 

In London, the Foreign Office 
said earlier that 22 Britons were 
among the passengers. 


A review of the passenger list 
showed two of those believed to 
be British were Irish nationals, a 
spokesman said. 

The passenger list issued by 
Kuwait Airlines in Bangkok lis- 
ted 22 Britons. But the Foreign 
Office said two of the passengers 
identified as British by the 
airline, Giza Bela Kurucz and 
Erzsbet Katalin Kurucz, were 
not on its list from the British 
embassy in KuwaiL 

The Foreign Office, saying 
officials were "extremely 
worried,” added it knew of no 
special reason why such a high 
proportion of the passengers 
were British. 

The airline's London office 
said it believed that some of the 
Britons on board the Bangkok- 
Kuwait flight had been due to 
change planes in Kuwait .and 
catch a connecting flight to Lon- 
don later. 

“Normally they would have 
been back in the United King- 
dom by this afternoon." Terry 
Lee, Kuwait Airways sales man- 
ager in Britain told reporters. 

Britain closed its embassy in 
Iran in 1980 after the US 
embassy there was seized. Britain 
withdrew its remaining 
diplomats, who were in the 
Swedish mission, last May after a 
diplomat was beaten up follow- 
ing tire arrest in Britain of an 
Iranian envoy on shoplifting 
charges.

US warns of Soviet threat 


MANILA, April 5, (Reuter): 
Talks on the future of American* 
bases in the Philippines opened 
today with US warnings that the. 
Soviet Union could turn over- 
night into a powerful military 
threat to Asian nations. 

“It only requires an overnight . 
shift in Soviet intentions; given 
their capability, to transform 
(their Pacific) presence into a 
serious economic and military 
threat," US Ambassador 
Nicholas Platt said. 

The US and Philippine panels 
met amid a flurry of accusations 
over Central Intelligence Agency 
involvement in the weekend 
escape of renegade Colonel 
Gregorio Honasan, the coun- 
try’s most wanted Army rebel. 

The American Embassy called 
the accusations baseless and 
Platt, opening the talks, 
reiterated support for President 
Corazon Aquino.

The Philippines took a self- 
confident tack despite the 
political embarrassment of Hon- 
asan's Saturday night escape 
from the prison ship where ne 
was awaiting court martial over 
the bloody coup attempt he led 
last August. 

Foreign secretary' Raul Man- 
glapus, who heads the Philippine 
negotiating team, has promised 
to hold out for more compensa- 
tion and Philippine control over 
the two bases, which he has said 
benefit Washington more than 
Manila. 

Danger 

President Corazon Aquino's 
aides dismissed the charismatic 
Honasan as a “rebel without a 
cause” but share prices slid on 
Monday reflecting investors’ 
nervousness as the military ackn- 
owledged it has few clues to help 
its countrywide search.

Libya pulls out troops from 
its border with Tunisia 


ROME, April 5, (AP): Libyan 
leader Col. Moammar KJhaddafi 
said he has ordered the disman- 
tling of a military unit formed to 
act inside Tunisia if the United 
States used that country to 
attack Libya, the official Libyan 
news agency Jana said. 

Jana, monitored in Rome, said 
Khaddafi also told the visiting 
Tunisian Prime Minister and his 
cabinet thalhe ordered a division 
of troops withdrawn from the 
border with Tunisia. 

Libya sent the troops to the 
border because, he claimed, 
before the new T uni si an govern- 
ment took power Nov 7, the 
United States intended to use 
Tunisia to attack Libya, Jana 
said. 

Tunisian Prime Minsiter Hadi 
Baccouche and his country's 
council of ministers came to 
Libya to attend a discussion of 
unity with members of Libya’s 
[cabinet. 


Khaddafi said he also will ins- 
ist on “opening the artificial bor- 
ders with Egypt” and withdraw- 
ing military forces from there as 
part of his desire for a unified 
Arab nation. 

“To bolster confidence, frater- 
nity, security and safety among 
the brothers in Libya and Tun- 
isia.

said Khaddafi. He was referring 
to the removal of Tunisian 
President Habib Bourguiba, 
who had made his country one of 
the most Westernised nations in 
the Arab world. 

Zine El Abidine Ben All, the 
Prime Minister and an Army 
general, claimed the 84-year-old 
Bourguiba was incapacitated by 
age and health and took power 
under a constitutional provision 
that allows such an act if the 
President dies or is declared 
incapacitated. 

Khaddafi also told the meet- 
ing he had announced the aboli- 
tion of the border gate with Tun- 
isia. Starting today, said Khad- 
dafi, “Arabs in both Libya and 
Tunisia can enter and go out 
without ibis gate standing in 
their way.”

The measures were 
designed to block the terrorists' 
escape routes, UNI reported.

More than 1,000 people were 
killed last year by Sikh militants 
fighting for a separate theocratic 
homeland in Punjab. 

Amritsar police arrested nine 
Sikh extremists of the outlawed 
Khalistan Liberation Force and 
the Khalistan Commando 
Force, two underground terror- 
ist organisations. 

Meanwhile, a meeting was 
held in Punjab today by various 
factions of the militant groups to 
discuss the idea of unity, UNI 
reported. The meeting was held 
at Damdami TaksaL, headquar- 
ters of a fundamentalist Sikh 
religious school.

Labour unions demand wage increase. 


Strike paralyses Lebanon 


BEIRUT, April 5, (AP): 

Lebanon was paralysed today as 
Muslims and Christians united ' 
in a nation-wide strike called by 
labour unions demanding a 300 
percent wage increase. 

Banks, schools, shops, res- 
taurants, petrol stations, govern- 
ment offices and other businesses 
were closed in Beirut’s Christian 
and Muslim sectors and other 
major cities. 

The General Confederation of 
Labor Unions, which sponsored 
the one-day strike, said Beirut 
aiiport, the nation’s only civil 
aviation gateway, as well as hos- 
pitals, pharmacies, bakeries, and 
the media were exempt. 

Compromise 

The 300,000-strong GCLU 
described the one-day protest as 
a“warningstrike.” Itset April 15 
as a deadline for an indefinite 
work stoppage, if its demand for 
a 300 percent salary increase was 
not met. 

Parliament on Friday author- 
ised acting Prime Minster Salim 
Hoss, wbo also holds the labour 


and social affairs portfolio, and 
Finance Minsiter Joseph 
Hashem to deal with the unions’ 
de mand for salary increases in 
the private and public sectors. 

A government source said 
Hoss and Hashem are consider- 
ing a 100 percent “compromise” 
wage increase. 

“The government cannot give 
the GCLU a 300 percent increase 
in salaries. Both businessmen 
and the state treasury cannot 
cope with such an increase,” the 
source said. 

“Both government leaders 
and businessmen fear that such a 
high raise as the one demanded 
by the GCLU would sharply 
increase the inflation rate.” the 
source added. 

Lebanon's 13-year-old civil 
war has pushed the nation's 
inflation rate from 9 percent in 
1975 to the current estimated 
Ievle of 225 percent 

The government source said: 
“Any increase in salaries would 
force the Lebanese pound to 
decline further against foreign 
currencies, something that will

The Lebanese pound, onoe the 
soundest currency in the Middle 
East, rated 2.5 to the US dollar 
before the civil war. It sank to a 
record low of 700 to the dollar 1st 
December. 

The decline of the Lebanese 
pound against foreign currencies 
has sent prices skyrocketing in a 
nation that imports more than 8 5 
percent of its needs. 

The pound regained some of 
its value in the first quarter- of 
1988, rating 360 to the dollar in 
the Beirut money market last 
week. 

Some people opposed the 
strike. 

“The federation called the 
strike and here we are, striking 
against ourselves,” *aid a taxi 
driver. . 

The manager of a local trading 
company said he thought the 
strike was a futile exercise. 

“The real problem is the war, 
which is the real reason for the 
economic problems,” he said.

No sign of progress in 
Shultz-Hussein talks 


DAMASCUS, April 5, (Agen- 
des): Secretary of State George 
Shultz arrived in Damascus 
today after talks with Jordan’s 
King Hussein showed no 
apparent progress in winning 
acceptance for the US Middle 
East peace plan. 

Shultz went directly to the 
presidential palace in Damascus 
For talks with Syrian President 
Hafez A1 Assad expected to focus 
on the initiative. 

State Department spokesman 
Charles Redman said the 75- 
minute meeting with Hussein in 
Amman was “useful.” 

He said there had been no for- 
mal reaction from Hussein to the 
new US initiative. launched last 
February in response to 
unprecedented Palestinian riots 
in the Israeli-occupied West 
Bank -and Gaza Strip. 

Changed 

“No one has said no. Noth- 
ing's changed on that.” Redman 
said. “This is something that is 
going to lake time.” 

Shultz, shuttling between 
Middle East capitals to win sup- 
port for the plan, has been seek- 
ing definite responses from 
regional leaders, most of whom 
consider it flawed. 

The Americans have lowered 
their expectation for success and 
are now highlighting the fact thaL 
no one has rejected it outright 
Shultz met Israeli leaders yes- 
terday but did not appear to per- 
suade Israeli Prime Minister Yit- 
zhak Shamir to drop his opposi- 
tion. The proposals include an 
international conference to pave 
the way for direct Arab- Israeli 


negotiations and the principle of 
trading land for peace. 

Shultz was not expecting to 
make much progress with Assad 
who also opposes major 
elements of the US proposal. 

“I do not wan t to predict that I 
will make any headway with 
President Assad,” Shultz told 
reporters recently. “He’s usually 
pretty firm.” 

Powers 

Before Shultz's arrival, Syrian 
Foreign Minister Farouq A1 
Share said that the Syrian posi- 
tion had not changed. 

The Syrians seek an inter- 
national peace conference with 
full powers and the participation 
of the PLO, as well as Israeli 
withdrawal from the occupied 
territories. 

Redman said Shultz, in his 
meeting with Hussein, reported 
on his talks with the Israelis. The 
King reviewed the US proposal 
and questioned Shultz about 
Israeli positions, he said. 

The US spokesman said that 
during a working lunch, Shultz 
and Hussein discussed other 
issues including US-Soviet rela- 
tions. 

Before leaving for Damascus, 
Shultz told Jordanian newspaper 
editors some Israeli leaders were 
much more favourably inclined 
to the initiative than others. 

“Of course some of it appeals 
to everybody, so it is a picture.” 
Shultz said. 

“1 tried to explain this picture 
faithfully to King Hussein and I 
believe it is of great importance 
to maintain the momentum of 
this initiative and to increase 


understanding of it.” 

He said he had not received a 
dear answer to his peace plan 
from Israel. "I got a variety of 
responses but I haven’t got a ‘no’ 
and I haven’t got a ‘yes.’ ” 

Shultz did not mention Jor- 
dan’s attitude to his proposals. 

He is due to return to Israel 
later tonight, meet Israeli leaders 
again tomorrow, visit Egyptian 
President Mubarak in Cairo, and 
return to Amman. 

Mubarak said today the Arabs 
have the will to make Shultz' 
peace initiative a success but 
questioned the readiness for 
peace of Shamir. 

Mubarak, in an apparent 
challenge to the Israeli Prime 
Minister, said the Arabs would 
be prepared to take the blame if 
Shamir accepted the US peace 
proposals and the Palestinians 
persisted in rejecting them. 

Fired 

Meanwhile Israeli soldiers 
fired rubber bullets and live 
ammunition to break up demon- 
strations in the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip, wounding at least 
four people, Palestinian sources 
said. 

“In the West Bank village of 
Yamun, the Army destroyed 
three houses belonging to four 
people suspected of participating 
in and organising demonstra- 
tions'*the Army spokesman said. 

In the West Bank village of 
Bani Na'im, two residents were 
wounded by bullets during a 
protest that erupted after the fun- 
eral of a man shot and killed 
yesterday by Israeli soldiers, 
Palestinian sources said.

company. 

The ruling by the* Madhya 
Pradesh court lessened the 
interim award by $78 miflion and . 
ordered Carbide to deposit the 
sum within two months: 

High court judge S.K. Seth 
said he made the reduction after

At Union Carbide’s- 
headquarters in the United 
States, company spokesman 
Robert Berzok said the company 
would review the ruling before 
deciding whether to appeal to 
India’s Supreme Court.

Justice ministers council session 


KUWAIT'S Minister of Justice 
and Legal Affairs, Dhari A3 Oth-

.In a press conference, the mini- 
ster said Kuwait's hosting of the 
session was a good opportunity 
of a great benefit at both the 
national and pan-Arab levels, ft 
has come as a link in the chain of 
the prominent positive roles that 
Kuwait pursues under the 
leadership of HH the Amir. 

AJ Othman underlined that 
the three-day session achieved 
two major legislative accompli- 
shments in the history of -the 
council. 

Unified law 

For the first time. A1 O thman 
added, the council has issued a 
law that is suitable to be 
implemented at the pan-Arab 
level which is Kuwait's 
document on Arab unified law 
for personal status. 


No plan to 
increase 
electricity 
charge 

KHA LED Al Badawi, the Direc- 
tor of the Public Relations 
Department at Kuwait's Minis- 
try of Electricity and Water, said 
that the ministry had no inten- 
tion of increasing the electricity 
and water charges as had been 
rumoured. 

AJ Badawi added that the min- 
istry had completed laying water 
pipes in a number of areas in the 
country and that owners of buil- 
dings had the option to connect 
to the water supply. 

He said the ministry would 
continue its system of calculating 
the average power consumption 
overa one year period and would 
charge users based on this 
average. He added that bills 
could now be paid at local banks 
as well as ministry offices. He 
explained that this made it easier 
for .the ministry to control 
payments made and to maintain 
accurate records. 

Al Badawi said that the system 
of averaging consumer consum- 
ption and billing twice a year had 
improved the promptness with 
which bills have been paid.

DOHA, April 5, (Kuna): Sheikh 
Khalifa Bin Ahmed AJ Thani. 
the Qatari Amir, received today a 
verbal message from Sudanese 
Prime Minister Sadiq Al Mahdi 
on bilateral relations.

Uprising 

The Minister noted that the 
council has also issued detailed 
statements that included the 
main points of the Amir's 
inaugural speech. 

He pointed out that the 
statements focussed on discuss- 
ing legal aspects of the Palestin- 
ian uprising in the occupied 
territories and the sanctity of the 
holy shrines and the right of 
Saudi Arabia to take all 
measures to ensure the security 


of the shrines and the pilgrims' 
safety. 

The statements also focussed 
on the Iraq-Iran war from a legal 
point of view where they stressed 
the necessity for implementing 
the security council's resolution 
598 in accordance with order of 
articles and noted that the party 
• rejecting the resolution should 
bear legal consequences. 

Weapons 

Concerning the acquiring of 
missiles by Saudi Arabia and 
Israel's threat to destroy them, 
the minister noted the council 
has stressed that the inter- 
national law gives the Saudi kin- 
gdom the right to defend itself 
and hence it is entitled to obtain 
weapons that would facilitate 
that defence. 

He said the council also tou- 
ched on the legal situation result- 
ing from closure of the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation mission 
in the United Nations, noting, 
“what has happened is Dot 
related in one way or another to 
any legal basis." 


* In the meantime, the minister 
announced that the Saudi 
delegation to the sixth session 
has informed him of Riyadh's 
acceptance to endorse the basic 
structure of the Islamic Court of 
Justice. 

The minister expressed 
optimism that there will be a 
trend toward pan-Islamic 
ratification of that structure. 

In response to a question why 
the unified Arab lawforpersonal 
status was not forced on member 
states, the minis ter said the coun- 
cil is not authorized to impose 
laws, however, it (the council) 
attempts to bridge, systems and 
laws of the Arab countries to set a 
joint basis from which Arab 
countries derive their legislation. 

The minister, in reference to 
his upcoming visit to Egypt, 
noted that the Kuwaiti delega- 
tion to Cairo will seek to benefit 
from Egypt's national centre of 
researches in a bid to promote 
cooperation between the two 
countries in the judicial field. 

He revealed that the visit is 
scheduled for next Sunday. 


Health ministers pledge 
$250,000 for Palestinians 


AMMAN, April 5, (Reuter): 
Arab health ministers ended a 
three -day conference in Amm an 
today with a pledge to spend 
$250,000 on health services in 
Israeli-occupied lands. 

•“We decided to take 
immediate steps to support 
public health sendees in the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip in view of 
deteriorating health conditions 
there," Jordanian Health Mini- 
ster Zaid Hamza told a news con- 
ference. 

* He said the money would to 
buy 200 first-aid kits and five 
ambulances, help to pay the 
expenses in Israeli hospitals of 
Palestinians injured during the 
four-month uprising in the 
occupied territories and help to

The 22-member council of

sive actions against Palestinians 
and urged the United Nations 
and other international bodies to 
act to end Palestinian suffering. 

More than 130 Palestinians 
have been killed and hundreds 
more wounded by Israeli gunfire 
and beatings in the West B ank 
and Gaza Strip since December

The council expressed readi- 
ness to meet requests for medical 
supplies from Lebanon and 
Djibouti, reviewed Arab efforts 
to combat the killer disease 
AIDS and discussed setting up a 
pan-Arab blood transfusion 
service. 

The council decided to launch 
greater public • awareness 
programmes about the risks of 
Acquired Imm une Deficiency 



Syndrome (AIDS), and urge 
some Arab countries, still lack- 
ing national committees for 
preventing AIDS, to speed up 
plans for the formation of such

In appreciation of the great 
services of former president of 
the council's executive bureau.

Spielberg’s recipe to beat the blues

BATTERIES Not Included is a 
very silly film, maybe that's 
why 1 enjoyed it so much. A film 
to take you away from the cares 
of the moment and remind you 
of the true values oflife. Presen- 
ted by Steven Spielberg and 
directed by Matihew Robbins, 
it brings together the husband 
and wife team: Hume Cronyn 
and Jessica Tandy.

Israel living 
in true fear 


YASSER Arafat has been the true symbol of the Pales- 
tinian cause for the past 20 years. With his characteristic 
scarf, he has become Palestine itself. 

Many Palestinians have appeared and disappeared 
because they exploited the Palestinian cause for their own 
personal gain. 

No one has any doubt about Arafat's patriotism. He 
can count on this and thereby embarrass Israel by 
demanding direct negotiations; sitting with its leaders 
under the supervision of a neutral party. 

Since no one has any doubt about Arafat's true nation- 
alistic feelings the negotiations can be direct After all, 
Israel has been telling the world that it would give the 
Arabs anything they want as long as there are direct 
negotiations. 

There is no difference if Arafat speaks through Russia 
and Israel speaks through the US since they will sit at the 
same table exchanging smiles and laughs.

A new Gulf war 


flash-point

HABUR, Turkey, (Reuter): 
Flanked by majestic snow-cap- 
ped peaks and fertile lowlands 
fed by the Tigris River, this 
remote frontier crossing between 
Turkey and Iraq appears a pic- 
ture of calm and serenity. 

It is not. 


Five craters gouged by Iranian 
bombs in a Turkish Held 800 


metres (yards) from two concrete 
bridges spanning the Hezil River 
show it is yet another flash-point 
in thelran-lraq war. 

The bombs were dumped by a 
jet that flew into a hail of flak 
from camouflaged Iraqi anti-air- 
craft guns on the opposite bank. 
Turkey has threated similar 
action if any other Iranian jet 
violates its airspace. 

Iran aimed to destroy the brid- 
ges, main transit point for trade 
between Turkey and Iraq, worth 
$21 billion last year, and for 
European traffic bound for 
Baghdad. 

“We were lucky.” said the 
driver of one oil tanker lorry who 
had been waiting to enter Iraq 
when the jet struck on March 24. 
“A few hundred metres closer 
and we would all have been 
dead.'* 

Trucks 

Up to 5,000 trucks cross the 
border each day on the single 
direction bridges. About 300 are 
lined up on either side at any one 
tim e waiting to pass customs. 

To the left are the peaks of 
northern Iraq and the fast-flow- 
ing Hezil River marking the bor- 
der, over which the Iranian pilot 
started his daring low-level bom- 
bing run. 

On the other side the Tigris 
plain stretches into Syria, about 
40 km (25 miles) away. 

Tall observation posts man- 
ned by para-military gendar- 
merie troops line the muddy 
Turkish bank of the Hezil which 
flows into the Tigris. 

One such posts and a nearby 
Kurdish mud and brick village 
came within a split second of 
destruction in the Iranian raid. 


There is little sign of activity on 
the Iraqi side, apart from the 
bustling A1 Halil border post. 
Ominous grass mounds, some 
with sandbagged emplacements, 
line sections of the river. 

The shanty' town of Habur, 
thriving on me traffic spawned 
by the 7-1 /2-year Gulf war, is 
about 240 km (140 miles) west of 
the nearest point on the Iranian 
border and 1,120 km (700 miles) 
from Ankara, Turkey's capital. 


Export 


Garages, tyre-repair shops, 
fast food restaurants and basic 
hotels line the route through the 
town, two km (1 .2 miles) north of 
the crossing point. 

Most vehicles from Iraq are 
laden with oil, destined for 
export outlets on Turkey's 
Mediterranean coast, from the 
Iraqi oil centre of Kirkuk, 320 
km (200 miles) southeast of 
Habur. 

Iraq, whose main Gulf outlets 
were blocked early in the war, 
exports up to 1.5 million barrels 
of oil per day (bpd) through two 
pipelines to Iskenderun bay and 
about 70.000 bpd by road. 

Pro-Iranian Kurdish 

guerrillas in Iraq have attacked 
convoys, some of them taking 
basic goods from Europe to 
Baghdad. 

The 580- km (360-mile) road 
from Habur to Iskenderun, hug- 
ging Turkey's border with Syria 
for much of the way, is a driver's 
nightmare with dense and lum- 
bering traffic. 

Itis similar to the road through 
Jordan from Aquba port, Iraq's 
other main transit point for 
goods. 


Ambush 


The favoured spot for drivers 
is a modern restaurant and 
motel, complete with mosque 
and sauna, at Nusaybin. 

Here they swap stories and 
warn colleagues coming from 
other directions about particular

Millions of dollars raised to support uprising

BAHRAIN: Palestinians and 
other Arabs in the Gulf region 
have raised millions of dollars in 
humanitarian aid to ensure that 
the ongoing uprising in- the 
Israeli-occupied Gaza Strip and 
West Bank is not snuffed out. 

The fund-raising efforts — 
including donations by Gulf 
leaders, dinners, poetry readings, 
rallies, and neighbourhood 
collection boxes — have given 
new momentum to Palestine 
Liberation Organisation offices 
in the region. And they have hel- 
ped revive hope of a Palestinian 
homeland among the hundreds 
of thousands of expatriate Pales- 
tinians living and working in the 
Gulf. 

The PLO, which maintains 
diplomatic missions in each of 
the Gulf states, has responded to 
the public outrage over Israeli 
actions by establishing special 
funds to support the uprising. 
Officials stress that rather than

bullets and bombs, all aid for the 
uprising is earmarked to help 
families cope with the continuing 
Israeli occupation. 

“By medicine and food, not by 
arms,” says Rafiq A1 Natsha, 
director of the PLO office in 
Riyadh, Saudi Arabia. “We are 
looking for peace. We are seek- 
ing the minimum rights of our 
people,” he adds. “But until now 
we have only received an answer 
from the Israeli Army by their 
machine guns, tanks, gas bombs, 
and helicopters. 


Massacre 


“This is not just a slaughter 
against Palestinian civilians.” he 
says “but it is a big massacre 
against peace.” 

Overall there are an estimated 
576,000 Palestinians living in the 
Gulf region. Kuwait has the lar- 
gest population of Palestinians 


with roughly 350,000. Saudi 
Arabia has 170,000 and there are 
about 35,000 Palestinians in the 
United Arab Emirates. 

In addition to appeals for don- 
ations, PLO officials are asking 
Pales tinians and Other Arabs to 
“adopt" a family in the occupied 
territories to help create a basic 
support network for the most 
needy of the 1 .5 million Palestin- 
ians living under Israeli occupa- 
tion. 

Many of those families already 
rely on remittances sent home by 
relatives working temporarily in 
the Gulf. But PLO and other 
Arab officials are concerned that 
Israel is making it increasingly 
difficult for such financial assis- 
tance to enter the troubled areas 
and reach the Palestinian 
families that need it. 

And just how the money raised 
in the Gulf will enter the 


territories isn’t dear. 

“We think the Israelis are 
deliberately follo wing a policy of 
forcing Palestinians out.’’ says 
Lakhdar Ibrahimi, assistant 
secretary-general of the Tunis- 
based Arab League. “It is really 
remarkable that all these num- 
bers have stayed in their country . 

“What is happening now in the 
territories is giving a new lease on 
life and a new fresh start for the 
struggle of the Palestinian peo- 
ple,” he says. 


Donations 


Ibrahimi, on a tour of Gulf 
states to assess grassroots and 
other efforts to aid the Palestin- 
ians, says current donations have 
surged, triggered primarily by 
graphic television news coverage 
of Israeli acts ofbrutality against 
stone-throwing Palestinian 


youths. . . 

In Kuwait, about $9 million 
has been raised from private 
sources during the past two mon- 
ths, according to Saleem Zan- 
oun, deputy speaker of the Pales- 
tine National Council. He adds 
that $2 million each has been 
raised in both Qatar and 
Rahrain. 

Other PLO officials in the 
region say that $3.7 million has 
been raised in Saudi Arabia, and 
more than $1 million has been 
collected from private sources in 
“the United Arab Emirates. 

While such grassroots con- 
tributions have been significant, 
PLO chairman Yasser Arafat 
complained that contribu- 
tions by Arab governments in 
support of the uprising have been 
less than expected. The com- 
plaints were aimed at states that 
have balked at making contribu-

WASHINGTON: The United 
States is heading into a couple of 
important tests of its fidelity. 

The question is whether 
Washington will stand by its 
friends in Afghanistan and 
Nicaragua — both groups bat- 
tling Marxist regimes — or 
whether political considerations 
will cause their abandonment 

In the past, circumstances 
have conspired against some 
freedom-inspired fighters who 
threw in their lot with the US, but 
who were jettisoned in time of 
crisis. 

Alter the ill-conceived Bay of 
Pigs venture, Cubans who had 
fancifully sought to flee Cuba 
from Fidel Castro were left to 
fend for themselves on a beach- 
head overrun by Dr Castro's 
superior forces. And in Vietnam, 
when an exhausted America 
withdrew, thousands of Viet- 
namese who had enlisted in the 
fight against the communist 
North were left to the far-from- * 
tender hands of the Marxist vic- 
tors. Boatloads of Vietnamese 
refugees still flee from Hanoi’s 
rule over their country. 

Now it is the turn of the Afgh- 
ans. who fiaye resisted ‘cJcdup#- 
tion of their coimtry-'t»y* i tlie 
- Sovi e t Arm y, and — of-4hc- 


In Afghanistan,’' the' bele- 
aguered Soviets are about at the 
end of their military tether, hav- 
ing been held to a standoff by the 
anti-co mmunis t guerrillas. A few 
hitches are stalling their 
promised military withdrawal. 
One is President Reagan's insis- 
tence that they stop military aid 
to the Afghan forces they will 
leave in place before the US stops 
its aid to the freedom fighters. 
This should be a staunch US 
position. To do otherwise would 
be unconscionable. 


What the Soviets are trying to 
do is shape the future of Afghan- 
istan — to win politically what 
they have failed to win militarily . 
Of concern to Moscow is any 
perception of “weakness” in 
Af ghanistan . That, the Soviet 
leadership fears, might 
encourage ethnic separatists in 
the Soviet Union, orhearten Eas- 
tern European countries, to 
followcourses more independent 
of Moscow. 


But the US has no obligation 
to bail out the USSR in Afghan- 
istan. The American obligation 
is to the guerrillas who have 
fought so bravely, and to the 5 
million Afghan refugees who 
have been displaced from their 
country.

NEW DELHI, (Panos): Villa- 
gers in the north-east state of 
Rajasthan who have been facing 
the effects of three to five years of 
prolonged drought, are pressing 
for a speedy restoration of suc- 
cessful, traditional methods of 
storing water which “progress” 
has let fall into decay. 

Unfortunately, the villagers’ 
enlightenment seems not to have 
reached the authorities who con- 
trol the resources and technology 
needed to restore traditional 
water-collecting and storage 
methods. Rather, the authorities 
are determined to press ahead 
with plans to install piped water 
— one of the major reasons why 
the traditional methods have 
fallen into decline. 

Rajasthan's dry climate has 
not changed drastically, but in 
the past even if it did not rain for 
two or three years, the ‘baolis' 
(large open wells with steps), 
‘tala vs' (huge open concrete- 
lined tanks), ‘kuinyas' (small 
dug-outs where rain water is 
co fleeted), and ‘tankas' built into 
the basement of most houses, 
collected sufficient water to see 
people through the dry years. 

Disuse 

But, as piped water supply 
became both available as well as 
fashionable, the old, time-tested 
methods of catching and storing 
water fell into disuse. Villagers 
who previously collected and 
stored their own water became 
increasingly more dependent on 
the government for piped water. 

Today, as elsewhere in the 


More progress means less 
water in Indian drought 


region, many of Jodhpur's 
traditional tala vs and baolis have 
became the dumping-grounds 
for the city’s garbage. What is 
worse, the provision of piped 
water has led to the over- 
exploitation of groundwater 
supplies. 

During 1 987, Bikaner received 
238mm of rain, compared with a 
normal rainfall level of 260mm. 
Although this was not much of a 
reduction, water has become a 
scarce, precious commodity in 
the walled city of Bikaner. When 
their taps are dry, people now 
have to pay Rs 1 0(75 cents) to fill 
up their overhead tanks. 

Famine 

Udaipur — ironically known 
as the Lake City — is facing an 
unprecedented water famine. 
The Fateh sagar and Pichola 
lakes which met all the city's 
water needs in the past, have 
almost dried up. 

In Jodhpur, the piped water 
supply is available once in two 
days. In Beawar, it comes once in 
four days. On the day when there 
is water in the taps there is a mad 
. scramble to fill up buckets or any 
other receptacles to hand. The 
other days of the week water has 
to be brought in by rail in tank- 
ers. 

Yet towns like Jodhpur and 
Udaipur would not be facing 
water-shortage crises if surface 
water was still collected and

stored as it used to be. 

It is estimated that 50 percent 
to 60 per cent of surface water is 
allowed to run off the land and is 
lost every year. If caught and 
stored or allowed to sink into the 
ground it would restore the 
ground aquifiers which are fast 
drying-up. 

“It is not enough to spend 
millions of rupees sinking tub- 
ewells and tryingto deliver piped 
water to the arid interiors of 
Rajasthan. Renovation and res- 
toration of ancient methods of 
conservation has to be under- 
taken simultaneously,” says Om 
Thanvi, who recently completed 
a study of Rajasthan's water 
crisis for the Indian Centre for 
Science and Environment. 

Ten years ago talavs and 
baolis were part of the social 
structure. Fairs were held near 
them and water was considered 
too precious to be wasted. Rain 
was considered the purest form 
of water and often small temples 
were constructed near the water- 
collection points. Neither 
animals nor men with shoes were 
allowed to pollute these water 
sources. 

In western Rajasthan "tanks” 
were an integral part of every 
house. Houses had sloping roofs 
and channels and pipes that 
would collect every drop of rain 
water and take it straight to the 
concrete tanks at the base of the 
house. 

Tankas could also be con- 
structed in the courtyard, or in 
community tankas in the centre 
of the village. They were usually 
kept covered and locked so that 
neither children nor animals 
could fall into them. 

Habit 

The traditional Rajasthani 
habit of using water sparingly is 
also dying out. In the old days 
people would bathe in huge 
‘praths” (huge iron plates in 
which wheat flour is kneaded) or 
at special places where the waste 
water could be collected and used 
later for cleaning the houses, or 
for bathing the animals. Visitors 
to a village would be offered only 
one jug of water. If Lhey were still 
thirsty they would be offered 
milk. 

This year, of the 35 talavs in 
Bikaner only one has any water, 
and the annual religious fair 
could not be held at Kolayat 


tala v because there was no water 
for the sacred bath. 

In Jodhpur there were 43 
talavs. 42 baolis and 72 open 
wells but they have all fallen into 
disuse as ' the dream of piped 
water supply became a reality 
and various building operations 
were undertaken in the catch- 
ment areas. 

The Kijalane talav of Jodhpur 
has become dry because of the 
sandstone mining carried out 
within its 32 sq km catchment 
areas. Since the Rajasthan gover- 
nment earns something like Rs 
20 million ($1,5 million) from 
mining, it is reluctant to gi veil up 
for something as unlucrative as 
collection of water. 

Drought 

However, following a severe 
drought in 1985, the people of 
the city organised themselves 
and cleaned upTapi Baoli which 
is now supplying them with 
water. Four more baolis and 10 
open wells have also been ren- 
ovated and are in use again, and, 
due to public pressure, seven 
more open wells are currently 
under repair. 

But with an allocation of Rs 
200 million ($15 million) for 
providing drinking water to the 
whole city, politicians and engin- 
eers are more interested in 
providing piped water than in 
repairing the talavs and baolis. 

Traditionally, it was only 
when the collected surface water 
was exhausted or low that the 
ground water was tapped. Now 
the private purchase of tube wells 
is depressing the water table. 

Rampura and Mathaiya 
villages of Jodhpur district are 
extremely rich. The area is 
known as Rajasthan's chillie belt 
and irrespective of whether it 
rains or not the villagers get two 
crops each years. 

But the ground water board 
has pointed out that the water 
table has dropped by 1 1 .6m since 
1973. The two villages have 60 
Lubewells of which just 17 have 
been installed by the govern- 
ment. 

In addition there are 828 open 
wells and 90 per cent of them are 
being worked with motors exac- 
tly like lube wells. There are only 
17 traditional open wells and 
since the rich farmers' tubewells 
suck up all the water there is 
nothing left in the wells used by 
the poor. 


Polish journalists

WARSAW, (Reuter}: Press 
freedom has expanded in recent 
years in Poland but some well- 
known Polish journalists still 
regularly meet deep under- 
ground to ply their trade. 

In a half-finished cellar under 
a Warsaw church they “publish” 
the Sunday Bell, a spoken news- 
paper with all the news and views 
not fit to print in communist- 
ruled Poland’s officially-con- 
trolled press. 

Up to 300 people pack the 
cellar under the Church of God’s 
Mercy once a month to hear for- 
mer journalistic luminaries of the 
Solidarity era report on the burn- 
ing issues of the day. 

“Me and my friends come here 
because we don’t believe every- 
thing the newspapers tell us and 
we want to know other things,’ 


said a middle-aged wo man at the 
18th “edition." 


“We don't believe the press is 
free. Not yet.” 

To prove the point, journalist 
Katarayna Koiodziejczyk des- 
cribed what she said were police 
baton charges against students 
who tried to lay flowers at a War- 
saw monument on a -political 
anniversary in March. 

Clash 

Such a clash was not reported 
in the press. Government spokes- 
man Jerzy Urban challenged 
foreign correspondents who saw 
and reported it, saying police 
used no violence. 

Control over the media in 
Poland is exercised by censors 
sitting in newspaper, televirion 
and radio offices to enforce a 
1981 censorship law. Periodicals 
send proofs for scrutiny at the 
main Office for Control of 
Publications and Plays. 

Articles in Catholic news- 
papers appear with dashes and 
footnotes indicating deletions 
and bans. Deletions have also 
appeared in Konfrontacje (Con- 
frontations), a new official 
magazine. 

At the Sunday Bell dissident 
journalists admit. the media 
enjoy substantial freedoms com- 
pared with the pre-Solidarity era 
and are still breaking new 
ground. 

In January the communist 
weekly Polilyka published a let- 
ter urging party leader Wojcieck 


J&ruzelski and Solidarity leader -

LONDON, (AR): After cen-

mine whether the shroud of 
Turin is a medieval Forgery or 
old enough to have existed at 
the time of Christ’s death on the 
cross. „ , _ 

The Vatican, for the first 
time, is allowing radiocarbon- 
dating of the mysterious linen, 
which appears to bear the 
image of a crucified man and is 
venerated by some as Christ’s 
burial cloth. 

A date from the Middle Ages 
will be compelling evidence of 
what skeptics have argued all 
along — that the shroud of 
Turin is a fake. 

Although no one will ever 
prove the image is Christ's, a 
date anywhere near 2,000 years 
old could cause a sensation, for 
it would indicate the shroud 
existed when Christ was 
crucified. . 

“1 would be rather awed u it 
looked extremely probable that 
it was his burial cloth,’ said 
Oxford University's Dr Robert 
Hedges, one of the scientists 
carrying out the tests. 

The British Museum has 
agreed to guarantee Lhe scien- 
tific validity of the carbon-dat- 
ing. which is to be done 
independently on n “? le ? r 
atom-counters at Oxford, the 
University of Arizona and the 
Swiss Federal Institute olTech- 
nology at the University or 
Zurich. . 

No timetable has been set tor 
the tests, but Dr Michael Tne, 
director of the museum s 
research laboratory, said they 
should begin this spring and the 
results announced possibly oy 
the summer. . 

The triple carbon-datHig 
should reveal the shroud’s age 
within a 200 -year range, he 

“if you get a medieval date, 
then clearly it is not the 
shroud,” Tite said in an 

interview. . 

“If you get a date of the 

period of Chrisl, then it d«*nt 
tell you anything — except 
it tells you K could be the gen- 
uine thing." . 

The most extensive inves- 
tigation was the 1 978 shroud 
Turin research project, in 
which dozens of scientists 
subjected the doth to chenuati 
analysis and Look 30,00 
photographs of it.

They concluded the stains 
were human blood and the 
image too thin to be an artist's 
work. 

The shroud, 14 feet, 3 inches 
(4.3 metres) long and 3 feel, 7 
inches (1.1 metres) wide, bears 
a faint yellowish image of both 
the front and back or a man s 
body. Stains, scientifically 
identified as blood, can be seen 
around the wrists, forearms 
and head, corresponding to 
New Testament descriptions ot 
Christ’s wounds from being 
whipped, speared, nailed to a 
cross and crowned with thorns.

Skeptics, however, maintain 
il was painted during the Mid- 
dle Ages, when the production 
of fakereligious relics was com- 
monplace. 

Historical records haveaulh- 
oritatively traced the shroud to 
1354 But references to the 
shroud before then are sketchy, 
and scientists have long tried to 
persuade the Roman Catholic 
church to subject it to carbon- 
dating. 

The Vatican, which owns the 
shroud, previously argued that 
carbon-dating would damage 
the cherished linen. But the 
development of an atom coun- 
ter known as an .acrelerator 
m ass spectrometer in the 1 970s 
made it possible to date objects 
with much smaller samples. 

The old technique would 
have required a piece of the 
shroud the size of a paper 
napkin. The spectrometer can 


use a sample no bigger than a 
postage stamp. The Vatican 
refused to say when samples 
would be cut from the shroud, 
which is locked away in the 
cathedral at Turin, Italy. Scien- 
tists doing the tests have been 
barred from witnessing the 
sample-taking procedure or 
saying when they received their 
samples. 

Instead, the sample-cutting 
was being videotaped and 
photographed for documenta- 
tion. . 

More controversially, the 
Vatican announced in January 
that it would allow only three 
laboratories to take part in the 
tests, instead of the seven 
originally planned. 

New Scientist, a British jour- 
nal, accused the Vatican of rev- 
ising the testing protocol to 
produce an ambiguous result 
lhat would allow people to con- 
tinue believing in the shroud is a 
genuine relic. 

But Professor Luigi Gonella, 
scientific adviser to the arch- 
diocese of Turin, said. the 
church never claimed the 
shroud was authentic, only flat 
it might be and “must be 
treated with respect and cau- 
tion.” 

The number of testing labs 
was restricted to minimise 
damage to the shroud, Gonella 
said, adding that the arch- 
diocese had never agreed to 
allow more than three labs to 
participate. 

“Critics talk about us reduc- 
ing the number of labs from 
seven to three, while we see it as 
increasing it from one to three,” 
he said in an interview. 

The British Museum's Tite 
said there is no reason to think 
that three labs could not 
produce a sound result. 

’ “It is in fact quite unusual to 
do two or three measurements 
on a normal 'archaeological 
specimen,” he said. “One is the 
normal number, two you’re 
providing a check and three 
you're providing a double- 
check.” 

Tite said each test lab will 
receive a 0.3-square-inch (2 sq 
cm) sample of the shroud. They 
also will get two dummy cloth 
samples, one carbon-dated and 
the other dated historically but 
not scientifically, to see if they 
get consistent « results for all 
three samples. 

The labs are not supposed to 
know which sample is from the

FAMILY doctor TREATMENT FREQUENTLY CAN 

By DR ALLAN BRUCKHEIM CONTROL GOUT 


QUESTION: I'm getting more diseases 
than I know how to handle as I grow older. 
Now it’s gout! What do all these diseases 
mean to my future? 

ANSWER: First of all, gout frequently 
can be controlled by proper medical treat- 
ment. Being temperate and consistentindiet 

and thinking habits also helps guard against 
the disease. 

An acute attack of gout is one of the most 

j painful conditions known in medicine and 
the memory of it seldom fades in those 
people who have suffered such attacks. 

A “typical" gout patients is a middle-aged 
man with swelling and pain that comes and 
goes. Often the affected site is his big toe, 
although gout can strike in several other 
areas, particularly the knees, elbows, wrists, 
shoulders and ankles. Obesity, a family his- 
tory of gout sufferers and excess alcohol 
consumption are other features of a gout 
patient in younger age groups. 

Obesity is not a frequent problem with 
older people, nor is overinduigence in alco- 
hol. Vet in the elderly, gout is as common in 
females as in males, and gout that affects 
several joints is an especially common com- 


plaint. 

Gout occurs rather frequently in elderly 
people in places other than the big toes. The 
hand often is involved when elderly women, 
who have used antidiuretics for years, suffer 
from gout The wrist also gets a share of gout 
attacks, as well as elbows and shoulders. 

Attacks seem to occur most frequently in 
the early hours of a day, between 4 and 5 am. 
often after too much food, alcohol, or even 
exercise, or conversely, a period of starva- 
tion, such as a crash diet. Additionally, gout 
may be brought on by any break or change 
in a person's normal routine. For example, 
an episode of acute infectious illness may 
precipitate a gout attack. 

Sudden severe attacks of gout may be 
considered a medical emergency and should 
receive immediate attention. The patient 
should rest in a chair orbed with the affected 
limb protected and raised. Cold compresses 
often are useful until effective drugs can ease 
the rain and stop the attack. 

While diagnosing gout is not very difficult 
for a physician, there are several conditions 
that.mimic it causing much the same type of 
pain, redness and swelling. Two of the most 


common of these are: osteoarthrosis, a form, 
of chronic arthritis that does not produce 
the burning sensations in the affected parts 
of the body that an attack of the gout can, 
and pyarthrosis, a type of arthritis affecting 
fluids in joints of the body producing beat. 
pain and swelling there along with fever and 
an overall unwell feeling. 

A medicine known as colchicine is an 
often-prescribed drug for treating gout. 
Several new non-steroidal anti-inflam- 
matory drugs (NSAIDS) also are proving 
beneficial. 

Those and other medicines can help to 
keep gout attacks from recurring. Also, 
elderly patients would do well to limit their 
consumption of beer, heavy wines and 
champagnes, as well as binge eating and 
drinking on special occasions such as 
holidays. 

Well, now that you know more about 
gout than you ever wanted to you have 
learned one important fact. Your gout can 
be controlled, so you future doesn't look so 
bleak now. does it?

LOS ANGELES: For Sidney 
Poitier, who became a star in 
serious, socially conscious 
dramas in the 1960s, the main 
attraction of his two new films 
was the action. 

In both of them, he plays an 
FBI agent 

“I'm thought of as anything 
but an action actor,” he said in 
an interview. “Even if it’s only 
action, that's a stretch forme. I 
have to have an opportunity to 
stretch my creative muscles.” 

With 'Shoot to Kill,’ released 
recently, and 'Little Nikita,’ 
which opened in the United 
States on March 18, the Oscar- 
winning actor returns to the 
screen after an II -year- 
absence, during which he 
wrote, directed and produced. 

When Poitier directed and 
starred in Piece Of The Action 
in 1977, he was still Holl- 
ywood's only black leading 
man. Now, he said, his lonely 
eminence is apparently a thing 
of the past. 

"Being black in Hollywood 
required the assumption of cer- 
tain responsibilities,” he said of 
his early career. “That aware- 
ness and that kind of respon- 
sibility precl udes your going off 
in certain directions. 

"Now 1 am able to go off in 
certain directions (thanks to) 
Eddie Murphy. Denzel 
Washington, Bill Cosby and 
Danny Glover," he added. 

One direction is definitely 
action. 

The new films bear little 
resemblance to his searing, 
socially aware dramas of the 
1960s. such as Lilies Of the 
Field. To Sir With Love and In 
The Heat Of The Night. 

"The 60s were a very interest- 
ing and energising period in 
American life. Most films were 
reflective of that. Now we tend 
to go for those things that are 
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Sidney Poitier paved the way 
for a new generation of Mack 
actors. 

less complex, less cerebral,” he 
said. 

He characterises his two 
action thrillers as part of 'the 
80s thing.' 

'Shoot to Kill,’ has him brav- 
ing the wilderness of the Pacific 
northwest in search of a mur- 
derer. In ‘Little Nikita,’ also 
starring River Phoenix and 
directed by Richard Benjamin, 
his target is a renegade KGB 
agent. 

To look at Poitier, it is hard to 
believe he has been out of the 
limelight for so long. Now 61, 
he still cuts an imposing figiue, 
flecks of grey hair the only sign 
of age, his graceful, powerful 
hands embodying the qualities 
he has brought to the screen. 

In 1977, his intention was to 
take two years off to write his 
autobiography This life which 
was published in 1980, 

But although he continued to 
direct and produce — his 
credits include directing 
Richard Pryor in Stir Crazy — 
the years went by without a 
return to acting. 

"The fundamental drive was 
an absence of regrets,” he 
explained. “I didn’t leave any- 
thing undone that was pulling 
me back to things. I had had a 
terrific reception, enviable 
acceptance and parts that were 
under the circumstances very 
varied and germane to the 
social fabric... 

“At the end of 40 films, I had 
had as full and rewarding a 
career as any reasonable person 
could dream of.” 

But Poitier recalled that the 
burden of being the sole major 
black stir, of being described as 
the * Icon of liberal Hollywood.' 
became a strain.

Oscar eludes 
O’Toole again 

Nominated seven times without result, Peter 
O’Toole hasn’t ‘the faintest idea’ why the coveted 
award continually slips through his grasp.

NEW YORK, March 15, 
(Reuter): Peter OToole sat 
groggy eyed in an early morn- 
ing interview, chain-smoking 
cigarettes for breakfast. 

The 55-year-old actor was 
mumbling that he would ‘love 
to have an Oscar', but the 
seven-time nominee didn't 
have 'the faintest idea' why the 
coveted award continually 
slipped through his grasp. 

Even though The Last 
Emperor is in the running for 
nine academy awards,-: more- ( 


. fO#eol& wgfiebt 
for his portrayal of Reginald 
‘RJ.* Johnston, the Scottish 
tutor of China's yonng 
emperor. 

But, the lanky Irishman' 
said, he was not concerned 
with accepting roles that might 
give. him a shot at an Oscar. 
He's ’just happy with an oppor- 
tunity to. act 

"Whether ft's radio, telev- 
ision or theatre,” OToole said, 
“I'm from a generation of 
actors who have multiple 
forms of expression. But the 
form I prefer is the theatre.” 

OToole was in New York 
on a break from his forthcom- 
ing movie comedy. High 
Spirits, being filmed in Ireland 
and England. 

“I'm playing an Anglo-Irish 
owner of a rather dilapidated 
castle,” O'Toole said. “He's 
looking for ways of cheering 
up the castle. So, he comes up 
with the idea of inhabiting ft 
with ghosts.” 

As for The Last Emperor, 
OToole said he decided to 
tackle the role because “it was 
a remarkable yam — a Cin- 
derella fairy tale in reverse.” 
“It was an amazing story set 
in this 15th century Ming maze 
of palaces,” he said. 'To Wes- 
terners. it was an oriental fairy 
tale that tookplace in. a span of 
a few years or our lifetime.” 

Johnston became Emperor 
Pu Yi’s tutor when the boy was 
13. He remained as teacher, 
friend and adviser for 12 years, 
during the collapse of the 
Chinese empire. 

During research for 
Lawrence of Arabia (1962) — 
one of several memorable roles 
that earned him an Oscar 
nomination but not the award 
— OToole mastered bedouin 
tribal customs, attained some 
fluency in Arabic, and learned 
to ride a cameL 

He approached his three- 
month role in China, however, 
more subtly, delving into Chin- 
ese history books m order to 
understand the complexity of 


his role and the country. 

“Every day I felt there was 
another book to read to shed 
some light on this ignorance 
(about China) descending 1 
upon me,” he said. 

OToole said of Johnston: 
“He was a senior colonial 
figure who disgraced himself 
by publishing a pamphlet in 
Chinese attacking the role of 
the missionary.” 

“Johnston wanted to be 
Governor of Hong Kong, but 
it looked like he had blown his 
career. He was given an oppor- 

becoming PuYi s tutpii .,j 
“I f you look at the i^Peter 
OToole, he wouldlove to have 
had such an opportunity.” 
After receiving acclaim and 
four Oscar nominations in the 
1960s — for Lawrence of 
Arabia, Goodbye Mr. Chips, 
and The Lion in Winter — 
O’Toole’s career faltered. 

In the 1970s, he got another 
Oscar nomination for The Rid- 
ing Class, but during most of 
the decade, hits were outnum- 
bered by flops. 

Doctors also told OTooJe 
that he would be dead within a 
few weeks from blood cancer, 
an incorrect diagnosis. 

OToole lit another cigarette 
and said slowly, as if reciting 
Shakespeare, “One’s redemp- 
tion is a good role in a good 
play which is successful.” 

"For Johnston, his role 
seemed to have been blown. He 
found redemption by becom- 
ing the Emperor’s tutor. 

“In my case or in any actor’s 
case, if one has had a lean time, 
if the opportunity comes along 
to be in something excellent 
and it is an excellent work, then 
redemption comes.” 

His own redemption began 
in the 1980s with The Stint 
Man which brought him a sixth 
Oscar nomination. Number 
seven came for My Favourite 
Year in which OToole played 
Alan Swann, a swashbuckling, 
boozy matinee idol 
Hie Last ‘ Emperor 
brought OToole to China 
for the first time. He called it 
“bewildering.”

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World markets balanced in uneasy equipoise

IT is now five and a half months 
since the October crash stunned 
world ma.kets with its sudden 
feroci t> . A large part of the alarm 
was caused by the fact that when 
international, electronically 
powered, panic set in, no market 
was immune from its effects. 

The old conservative wisdom 
of spreading one’s investment 
throughout the world’s major 
markets, London, New York, 


Japan, proved to be a fallacy’ 
They ail 


. 11 fell simultaneously, 

along with Sydney, Madrid, 
Paris, Kuala Lumpur and almost 
everywhere else. 

Some, like Tokyo, didn't fall 
quite so far as others, but even 
that gave little comfort since in 
purely economic terms, Japan 
was obviously much more over- 
priced than London, yet the lat- 
ter dropped further than almost 
anywhere else, save Australia. 

Since there seemed no logical 


reason for the discrepancy, 
investors could lake no comfort 
from Japan’s seeming resilience. 

At the present time, the situa- 
tion bears an uncanny resem- 
blance to the situation in April 
1 930, after the traumatic crash of 
Black Tuesday, October 29, 
1929. After both crashes, 1929 
and 1987, the New Year showed 
a rally as shares struggled 
upwards from the wreckage. 

But by April 1930, that rally, 
like the present one, had stum- 
bled fitfully to a halt. London has 
dropped 100 points in the last 
week. 

In Professor J.K. Galbraith's 
classic study, ‘The Great Crash’, 
he outlines whaL happened next. 
In June 1930 there was another 
steep drop in share prices and 
thereafter the market dropped 
week by week, month by month 
and year by year until the end of 
June 1932. 

At that point, prices stood at 
roughly 10 per cent of what they 
had been just before the debacle 
started. 


Will h happen again? Jf 1 knew 
the answer to that I'd be on the 
verge of making a fortune. The 
plain truth is that nobody knows 
for sure. If everyone predicts dis- 
aster, then it is still possible that it 
won't happen. As Paul Getty 
always said, the way to get 
REALLY rich, is to go againsL 
the general opinion every time. 
His logic is that if you do, you 


may occasionally lose, but when 
you win, you'll win BIG! 


Bearish 

However, there is an increas- 
ing body or serious opinion that 
is warning that the bear market is 
by no means over yet. The chart- 
ists, those people who study his- 
torical graphs and charts to dis- 
cover clues to present trends, axe 
predicting that the bear market 
has only jusL begun. 

Brian Marber. a well-known 
practitioner of this arcane art, 
argues that London and New 
York are in the early stages of a 
bear market and Tokyo looks- 
'extremely bearish.* 


Even Barclays De Zoete 
Wedd, the stockbroking arm of 
Barclays Bank, has issued a war- 
ning circular entitled. ‘Second 
Leg of the Bear Market 1 989/ 

However, it's not all bad news. 
The fact is that the world has 
plenty of money right now, huge 
amounts of institutional cash 
from things like pension funds, 
savings funds and so on. 

This money has lo go some- 
where, if the markets fall, sooner 
or later this cash mountain will 
be tempted lo move back into 
shares while prices are low. 

At that point, according to the 
argument, the markets will 
stabilise and then start to rise 
again. 

That may be true for Britain, 
where the government has man- 
aged lo cut its borrowing 
dramatically, it may even be true 
for Japan just because there is so 
much cash sloshing around over 
there that Japanese savers could 
afford to give every man. woman 
and child on the planet $500 


each! 

Nevertheless, the gigantic 
American deficit is sucking in 
such enormous amounts of cash 
simply to finance the debt that 
the pressure is on to raise interest 
rales on T Bills simply to keep 
investors willing to finance the 
whole mess. That sucks money 
out of the market and con- 
tributes to the shakiness of 
current share prices. 

For the moment, world mark- 
ets are balanced in uneasy 
equipoise. Compared to recent 
years, share prices seem- cheap, 
there are bargains to be had, so 
investors are tempted to step in. 

On the other hand, the risks 
are high that the whole system 
will go into another steep dive. 
That's the dilemma, but there is 
another, crucial factor. 

The psychology of the herd

If that should happen, then 
even the depressed prices right 
after last October will begin to 
look like stratospheric heights. 

So what are the signs to look 
out for ? In B ritish terms, if the

Imports 

If a new American President 
starts making serious noises 
about keeping out cheap foreign 
imports, that's a clear recipe for 
global disaster. Even if he merely 
raises bond rates significantly, 
that could be enough to suck 
money out of the equity markets 
and trigger an avalanche. 

Investment advice, in view of 
all of the above? Play it safe. For 
the next year, forget about 
profits, just worry about risks. If 
you minimise those, you’ll 
probably bfi ahead of the game. -

NEW YORK, April 5, (Reuter): 
The computer giant Inter- 
national Business Machines 
Corp. said today it had no plans 
to mass market semiconductors 
although it had supplied small 
quantities of its computer chips 
to competitors. 

IBM officials said its sale of 
chips to European and US com- 
petitors was not an attempt to 
prevent US firms from becoming 
dependent on Japanese semicon- 
ductor suppliers. 

“Over the past couple of years 
we have offered limited quan- 
tities of semiconductors to a very 
small number of companies 
internationally,” said IBM spok- 
esman Peter Thonis, who 
declined to name the companies 
or the amounts involved. 

Largest 

IBM is the world's largest 
maker of both computers and 
semiconductors, the tiny silicon 
wafers that are the brains of vir- 
tually all electronic equipment, 
from computers lo microwave 
ovens to guided missiles. 

The Armonfc, N.Y.-based 
company considers its chips a 


major competitive advantage 
and does not routinely sell them 
on the open market and Thonis 
said the chip sales were not a 
move by IBM to enter the mass 
market 

Thonis spoke with Reuters 
after Jack Kuehler, IBM vice 
president and senior engineer, 
disclosed the chip sales in an 
interview with the New York 
Times published yesterday.’ 

The newspaper reported that 
IBM has supplied some com- 
petitors with state-of-the-art 
computer chips for more than 
two years, confirming rumours 
in circulation for months. 

It said that IBM. responding 
to inquiries, disclosed last week it 
had offered small quantities ofits 
advanced chips to fewer than a 
dozen US and European com- 
petitors. 

The paper reported, however, 
that Kuehler said the shift in cor- 
porate policy was not a move to 
prevent US firms becoming 
dependent on Japanese semicon- 
ductor suppliers. 

Speaking with Reuters, 
Thonis also rejected speculation 


that the chip sales were aimed at 
preventing US computer com- 
panies from becoming depen- 
dent on Japanese suppliers or al 
paving the way for IBM to mass 
market its semicond uctors. 

“We are neither accepting 
orders for semiconductors nor 
are we increasing (manufactur- 
ing) capacity,” said Thonis, 
adding dial IBM aimed to “shar- 
pen our effort competitively.” 
Sales 

Analysts said the sales proba- 
bly do not exceed $20 million a 
year, compared with IBM's total 
yearly output of about $3.5 
billion. 

IBM has played a key role in 
helping to ensure that the US 
chip industry keeps pace with the 
Japanese, most notably with its 
strong support of Sematech, a 
consortium of American chip 
makers that is trying to boost US 
competitiveness. 

“If Sematech doesn't work, 
IBM may become a bigger source 
of chips to other computer com- 
panies/' Adam Cuhney. an 
analyst with Kidder, Peabody 
Co.

But the officials said the two

Venezuela hopes to expand 
reserves by 2bb in 1988 


CARACAS, April 5, (Reuter): Venezuela hopes to increase its 
proven oil reserves by two billion barrels to 60 billion this year, 
through new discoveries and secondary recovery in existing fields, 
the Ministry of Energy and Mines announced today. 

The ministry said m its annual report 20 new test wells will be 
drilled this year in an effort to increase output of light and medium 
crudes. Venezuela’s reserves are currently dominated by lower- 
priced heavy and super-heavy crudes. Exploration will centre on 
eastern Mooagas and Sucre states, an the area south of lake 
Maracaibo, the traditional centre of Venezuela’s oil industry. 
The programme is expected to cost approximately S142 million, 
the ministry said. Exploration in recent years has ted to the 
discovery of 8.6 billion barrels in probable reserves of light and 
medium crudes, comparable to England’s North Sea oil fields. 
Energy and Mines Minister Arturo Hernandez Grisanti said on 
March 14. Plans call for total crude 1988 output to remain at 
1.571 million barrels per day (bpd), Venezuela's Opec quota. Bat 
condensates, which Be outride the quota, are to increase from 
1 65,000 to 190,000 bpd. and liquid natural gas production will go 
from 94,000 to 98,000 bpd, the ministry said, raising total 
production to 1.859 million bpd. Last year's total production was 
1.789 million bpd. 

Venezuela’s crude exports are slated to remain the same at 
1 .520 million bpd. 


Argentine exports total $8b 


ABU DHABI, April 5, (Kona): The leader of the visiting Argen- 
tine trade delegation and governor of Cordoba Dr Eduardo 
Angelos declared here yesterday that his country's exports to the 
world last year totalled 58 billion. 

He added, in an interview witb Kuna here, that agricultural and 
animal produce and industries based on both formed 75 per cent of 
the exports, or around $6 billion. 

Angelos, who is nominated for the forthcoming Argentine 
presidential elections in September next year, added that 30 per 
cent of the Argentine work force is engaged in the animal apd 
agricultural sectors. 

He noted that his current torn- was the first of its kind and aims 
at strengthening relations with countries visited namely Nigeria, 
India, Saudi Arabia, Egypt and die UAE. 

The governor, who will conclude his tour by a trip to Kuwait, 
added that he is accompanied by 111 members inctading, 28 
government officials and 83 representatives for the private sector. 

Angelos expressed satisfaction toward results of his tour, 
pointing out that it opened a channel for talks with those countries 
and for boosting contacts. 

Invitations were extended to government and chamber of 
commerce and industry officials to visit Buenos Aires to discuss 
expanding political and economic ties, he elaborated. Angelos 
underlined that volume of his country’s commercial exchange 
with the Arab countries was very dim and noted that he was met 
with a similar desire to increase that quantity, on part of Arab 
officials. The Cordoba governorate is populated by 2-8 mfifionout 
of the total Argentine population of 30 million.

LAGOS, April 5, (Opecna): Opec member Nigeria and neigh- 
bouring Niger are to set up joint projects of mutual benefit and 
strengthen their joint commission cm cooperation in order to 
facilitate the establishment of ventures. A coammnique, signed by 
Nigerian President Ibrahim Babangida and his Niger counter- 
part AJi Saibou,said that tbe two countries will also cooperate in 
hanKsst^'tiiefr common water resources. ' ' 

According to the communique, issued in Abuja at the end of 
Saibou's two-day visit, the two presidents also expressed con- 
fidence in the Economic Community of West African States 
(Ecowas) as “tlie viable institution for theattainmentof^ economic 
development and social progress in the West African sub-region.’’ 

The two leaders also urged Ecowas members to honour their 
financial obGgations to the organisation to enhance its effective- 
ness and to ensure that It met the objectives for which it was 
established. The communique expressed concern over Africa’s 
economic problems aggravated by famine, fall in commodity 
prices and foreign debt which adversely affected African develop- 
ment programmes. Expressing support for the position of the 
Organisation of African Unity (OAU), the two presidents stres- 
sed that the solution to Africa’s debt problems should be addres- 
sed at the multilateral level.

Fed official wants to step up fight against inflation 


WASHINGTON, April 5,

His comments suggested the 
Fed, whose six board members 
are all Republican appointees, 
was willing to raise interest rates 
This election year if necessary to 
stop inflation from bubbling up, 
economist said.

rate of 3.9 percent, Angel! noted. 

Although this was down from 
4.4 per cental the end of 1 987, the 
Fed needed to tell people that it 
intends to make further gains, 
Angel! told a US television 
interviewer.

Independent bank vital to control inflation in China 


BEIJING, April 5, (Reuter): 
-Delegates to china’s parliament 


have called for a truly tndepen- 
dentcentral bank, which they say 
is vital to end four years of excess 
issue of money and to control 
inflation, the nation's number 
one economic enemy. 

The Financial Times reported 
on Friday that 42 delegates had 
proposed to the National Peo- 
ple’s Congress (NPC) real 
independence for the People’s 
Bank of China, and more NPC 
supervision of national finances. 

It was unclear how much sup- 
port there was for the proposals 
at the Congress, which is now in 
session in Beijing. 


Chinese economists said the 
proposal reflected alarm in ban- 
king circles over what they see as 
irresponsible monetary policies 
in face of mounting inflation. 

Some delegates said the bank 
had been unable to curb excess 
printing of money since 1984, a 
major factor in the country’s 
worst inflation since the com- 
munists came to power in 1949. 

Problem 

In his keynote speech to the 
NPC, acting Premier Li Peng 
said the “outstanding problem in 
our economic and social life (is) 
the excessive rise in commodity 
prices.” 

A survey of city dwellers con- 


ducted last October and appear- 
ing last week in the economic 
daily found that 83 per cent were 

unhappy about price increases, a 
higher proportion than five mon- 
ths earlier, and that 45 per cent 
thought the increases bad caused 
tbeir standard of living to fall. 

In an editorial, the Financial 
Times said one main reasons for 
the price increases and inflation 
was an increase in money supply 
averaging 21 per cent a year from 
1984 to 1987, far more than the 
average 13 per cent rise in indus- 
trial output. 

This meant too much money in 
people’s pockets and too much 
spending power, which pushed 


upprices. 

The NPC delegates said the 
central bank had been unable to 
strictly control the issue of 
money and had to print money to 
finance the state deficit and 
government . construction 
projects.

They proposed that the Peo- 
ple's Bank be responsible for 
management of China’s 
currency and credit. * 

A Chinese official said the 
bank at present was not indepen- 
dent at a U but simply a tool of tbe 
state council (cabinet), which 
ordered how much credit and 
money to issue.

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Oil prices drop 

Opec output within quota ahead of meeting 


LONDON, April 5, (Reuter): 
The Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries, whose 
ministerial price committee 
meets on Saturday to discuss 
weak oil prices, kept within its 
self-imposed output ceiling in 
March, a Reuter survey showed 
today. 

Opec. curbing output to sup- 
port prices, set a ceiling last 
December of 15.06 million 
barrels per day (bpd) for the first 
six months for 12 of its 13 mem- 
bers, to defend a price at $18 a 
barrel. 

Iraq refused to sign because of 
its rivalry with Gulf war foe Iran. 
Iraq which has no quota has been 
producing about 2.5 million bpd 
since then. 

Analysts 

The" survey, based on data 
from oil traders, shipping sour- 
ces, industry executives and 
analysts in the Middle East, 
Europe, Asia and Latin America 
showed Opec's 1 3 members pum- 
ped an average 17.4 million bpd 
last month, slightly above 
February's estimated 17.3 
million. 

But analysts said Opec output 
needed to be cut slightly if it was 
to match likely demand in the 
second q uarter of 1988. 

Since the end of last year Opec 
output has fallen around 1.5 
million bpd and held at around 
17 to 1 7.5 million in the first three 
months of this year. 


Despite this, prices fell to 16- 
month lows by the start of last 
month, with Brent oil from the 
North Sea at $14, due to high 
stocks and weak demand after a 
mild northern hemisphere win- 
ter, analysts said. 

Markets have somewhat 
recovered since then, with Brent 
now around $15.50, buoyed by 
the prospect of a meeting of the 
organisation's price committee 
to take place in Vienna. 

“The meeting will review the 
.... agreement with a view to 
deciding what action if any 
requires to be taken to further 
strengthen the market." Opec 
President Rilwanu Lukman said. 

Several market analysts said 
they believe that second quarter 
demand is unlikely Lo exceed 17 
milli on bpd and feel Opec needs 
to cut output by 500,000 to 
800,000 bpd if it wants to take 
prices back to its reference price 
of $18 in time for a scheduled full 
ministerial meeting in June. 

Call 

In February, Algerian Mini- 
ster Belkacem Nabi said group 
production should be cut to 
below 17 million bpd. 

Meanwhile, senior Gulf oil 
sources ruled out today a call by 
an Opec pricing committee, 
slated to meet in Vienna this 
Saturday, to brake the current 
slide of oil prices on world mark- . 
ets. 


“It is unlikely that Opec mini- 
sters would hold an extraordin- 
ary conference before the bi- 
annual ordinary meeting next 
June," the sources told Kuna. 

They reasoned the unlikeli- 
hood of the call on fear that the 
emergency meeting would not 
meet with success, and sub- 
sequently lead to further chaotic 
prices of their oils, officially peg- 
ged at $] 8 per barrel. 


Price 

The committee, set up during 
the organisation's ordinary 
meeting last July in Vienna, has 
the powers to call an extraordin- 
ary ministerial conference if it 
saw necessary. 

The sources indicated that the 
committee would confine itself to 
drafting a set of recommenda- 
tions which would be submitted 
to member states during visits 
imm ediately after its meeting.

The sources pointed out that 
“the committee would not seek 
binding decisions on Opec coun- 
tries to reduce their current 
actual productions by a certain 
percentage, but rather call for

day aggregate ceiling, excluding 
Iraqi production, to end current 
Opec overproduction and bol- 
ster prices.” 

They indicated that the com- 
mittee could send a minister or 
two on visits to major non-Opec 
oil producers to seek their 
cooperation with the organisa- 
tion's efforts to jack up oil prices 
through lower production levels.

Top Texan

US trade bill lacks farm-policy teeth 


WASHINGTON, April 5, 
(Reuter): The agricultural sec- 
tion of the trade bill now being 
wrapped up in the US Congress, 
like most of the rest of the 
measure, has become a tiger deci- 
awed. 

Most protectionist provisions 
in the section have been elimin- 
ated and mandatory actions have 
been fitted with numerous escape 
valves that leave US agricultural 
trade policy little changed. 

“People like the Europeans, 
the Japanese and others will sigh 
a big sigh of relief,” said A1 Tank, 
a lobbyist for the National Corn 
Growers' Association. 

Threat 

Because major protectionist 
provisions have been removed, 
“I don’t think we face a strong 
threat .of retaliation . from., 
anyone," said American Farm 
Bureau lobbyistRaiil ©razdt. 7 - : ‘ v 

The farm bureau had lobbyed 
aggressively against some of the 
bill's provisions because the 
group said they were protection- 
ist and could cause retaliation 
from others nations. 

The bill's agricultural cen- 
trepiece is a marketing loan prov- 
ision for grains and oilseeds that 
would be triggered in 1990 by a 
stalemate at trade-liberalisation 
talks at the General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade (GATT) in 


Geneva. 

A marketing loan allows far- 
mers to repay price support loans 
at market rates, thus protecting 
farm income while releasing 
crops onto the market. 

It was championed by Senate 
Agriculture Committee chair- 
man Patrick Leahy, who retur- 
ned from a recent trip to Geneva 
angered by what he saw as 
European Economic Commun- 
ity (EEC) unwillingness to 
reform their agricultural policy. 

“We believe the marketing 
loan is a very effective weapon 
against Europe.” said ah aide to 
Leahy. 

In its original form, the trigger 
would have been hard to bypass 
if a stalemate existed. But house

implement them, an Agriculture 
Department official said.

One of the bill's best features is 
that it is not as protectionist as it 
could have been, said Dean 
Kleckner, president of the 
American Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion.

tion against US farm products.

“The market will push on ster- 
ling until it gets a real slap in the 
face," said a US bank dealer in 
London, where the pound gained 
to almost 3.13 west German 
marks, up half a pfennig from the 
pre-Easter dose, and touched 
$1.8872. 

“That really means only a cut 
in the interest rates will stop the 
rise," the dealer said. 

Policy 

Others said an apparent policy 
defeat for Chancellor of the 
Exchequer Nigel Lawson by 
Prime Minister Margaret That- 
cher, who is willing to see sterling 
rise as a counter-inflationary 
measure, had for the moment 
ruled out interest rate cuts. 

The dollar meanwhile traded 
quietly just below 1 .66 marks and 
around 124.50 yen in Europe 
today. It had rallied a little m 
Asia, although Tokyo dealers 
said they still thought it would 
fall further. It -is down from i.69

“The dollar's recent fail is

Mexico cheapest and Norway most 
expensive country for US employers 


WASHINGTON; April 5, (AP): 
For a- US employer who 
measures his labour cost in 
dollars. Mexico was the cheapest 
country last year and Norway 
the most expensive, according a 
Labour Department report. 

The report released yesterday 
takes into account the decrease in 
the price of the dollar, and of 
changes in local pay rates. The 
cost of social insurance and other 
benefits are also figured, but not 
the relative efficiency of workers 
in different countries. 

In dollar terms, costs in Mex- ' 
ico dropped to $137 an hour 
from $1.49 in 1986. Thoiigtr 
wages more than; doubled, 
Mexican pesos, the price of the L 
peso dropped so fast on foreign 
exchange markets that the cost of 
labour m dollar declined. . 
Benefits 

Wages and other benefits for 
workers also rose in terms of 
Brazilian cruzados, but in dollar 
terms there was a decline to 1.49 
from 1.60 an hour because of the 
low value of the cruzado. 

Brazil and Mexico are the two 
biggest debtors among develop- 
ing nations, a situation that tends 
to drive down the price of their 
currencies. Tjhey were the only 
two where thfr costs were repor- 
ted to have dropped in the year. 


Norway’s average compensa- 
tion of 1 18.52 kroner ($17.58) an 
hour was nearly 13 times that of 
Mexico, measured in dollars. 
The US average of $13.46 was 
alm ost 10 times Mexico's. 

Low wage costs in other coun- 
tries have long been used by 
American politicians as the 
reason for protecting US indus- 
try from imports. In recent years 
'labour unions have argued that 
low labour costs in other coun- 
tries encourage US employers to 
set up production there rather 
than at home.

FREETOWN, Sierra * Leone, 
April 5, (AP): The Governor of 
Sierra Leone’s Central Bank said

Sierra Leone, Turay said, was 
trying to meet the demands for 
economic reform set by the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund, “tak- 
ing into account the resultant 
social costs.”

MOSCOW, April 5, (Reuter): 
Anyone for tennis? 

The appeal, addressed 
increasingly often to millions of 
young Russians by television 
presenters and newspaper adver- 
tisements, comes now with 
official backing. 

The Soviet Union, which for 
years frowned on tennis as too 
individualistic and aristocratic, 
is trying to recruit young talent 
capable of winning gold in the 
new Olympic sport. 

Success 

Boosted by greater promo- 
tion, tennis is enjoying a boom in 
the Soviet Union. More players 
than ever are striving for places 
on the few available courts and 
the country’s top players are 
enjoying every-increasing suc- 
cess across the world. 

Andrei Chesnokov, the Soviet 
number one and world 17, 
already has a number of top 
scalps to his name, including 


Swede Mats Wilander. 

Larisa Savchenko, 16th on the 
moneywinners* list, is a fine 
player on her own account and 
has also struck up an increasingly 
effective doubles partnership 
with Svetlana Parkhomenko. 

“Tennis is a very popular 
sport,” Soviet women's tennis 
coach and 1974 beaten Wim- 
bledon finalist Olga Morozova 
told reporters. “I see a lot of 
people playing tennis. It's a lot 
more popular now than when I 
was playing." 

To boost the game at the top 
level, a self-imposed 1 0-year 
Soviet exile from international 
tournaments was ended in 1985. 

Sopvet players were sent to the 
United States for coaching and 
an American sports man- 
agement firm was hired to 
represen t play ers in toumamen ts 
and win them merchandising 
agreements. 

The players are technically 


amateur and give their winnings 
to the Soviet tennis authorities, 
making them eligible to compete 
in Seoul for the first Olympic 
tennis gold medals. 

The cold Soviet climate has 
always restricted playing oppor- 
tunities at home. 

But as in Sweden, the Soviet 
Union has refused to be deterred 
by its harsh climate. 

Interest 

They have built about 100 
indoor courts in addition to 
3.500 outdoor courts, according 
to the monthly magazine Culture 
and Life, although this figure 
remains small compared to the 
United Slates. 

The Communist Party youth 
daily Komsomolaskaya Pravda 
published an advertisement 
recently calling for players, 
especially youngsters, to join a 
tennis and athletics club in Mos- 
cow. The newspaper received 267 


replies in six days. 

No top professional events are 
staged in the SovieL Union but 
television coverage of Wim- 
bledon and victories by Soviet 
players have increased public 
interest, just as the success of 
Bjorn Bjorg boosted the Swedish 
game. 

But despite the impressive 
boom in the last few years, tennis 
has some way to go before it fully 
takes off. The problems of poor 
equipment and too few courts 
remain. 

“Our rackets would be fine for 
top players ... in the 1930s." 
Chesnokov told Komsomolask- 
aya Pravda. 

“We have fewer indoor courts 
in the whole country than, say, in 
New York alone. There are also 
too few outdoor courts. 

“All this creates extra difficul- 
ties for develop! ng the mass game 
and getting our tennis up to inter- 
national level,” he said. 


Roche returns to racing 


MONTLHERY, France. April 
5, (UP1): World cycling cham- 
pion Stephen Roche returned to 
racing yesterday for the first time 
since a knee surgery in Novem- 
ber and said he felt fine after 
completing nearly three-quarters 
of a 138-kilometre race on an 
auto speedway. 

Roche stayed near the front of 
the 1 70 cyclists for about a dozen 
of the 22 laps, then slowed back 
into the pack and dropped out of 
the race after completing about 
100 km. 

“1 feel very good. I have minor 
leg cramps but that's a bad habit 
of mine,” said the Irish cyclist, 
who told officials of his Fagor 
team that his knee felt fine after 
the race. 

Roche had not participated in 
a race since November, when he 
underwent surgery on his left 
knee in a clinic near Paris. 
Though he dismissed the opera- 
tion as minor, it forced him to 
undergo extensive physical 


therapy and kept him from rac- 
ing until yesterday. 

He made a surprise 
appearance at the Paris-Nice 
race in early March, but dropped 
out after the prologue because 
the knee "was still tender.” 

Roche told Fagor officials yes- 
terday before the "loops of 
Paris,” race, run on a gently slop- 
ing auto speedway with only one 
challenging hill, that he would 
not attempt to finish the contest. 

Roche, who swept the Tour de 
Fiance, the tour of Italy and the 
World Championship Road 
Race last year, said he would 
continuea slow recuperation and 
would not worry about winning 
any races until May — but would 
try to go farther each, time he 
races. 

“My knee wasn't hurting and 
I've been back in training for a 
week now,” he said. “It will take 
me about a dozen races to get 
back my rhythm.”

Ahmad Jasim, Samir Shaker. 
Hass an Kamal and Habib A kal. 

Finished 

Ahmad Radhi is the team's top 
striker. He scored two goals — 
against Mexico and Belgium — 
in the 1986 Mexico World Cup 
finals. 

He also finished as the top 
scorer in the recent Gulf tour- 
nament. 

Habib, an influential midfiel- 
der. is the iivewire of the team 
and was voted the Best Player in 
the Gulf tournament. ' 

Emmanuel said he had to leave 
some players in Baghdad as they 
need a rest after the recent Gulf 


tournament. 

“The seniors are tired and 
some of them are also injured. As 
we have other tournaments to 
play in the next few months, it’s 
best to leave them out at the 
moment 

“We replaced them with 12 
new players, including 10 jun- 
iors. But I'm confident that the 
new players will do well rn the 
tournament” he said. 

“The tournament will be good 
exposure for them as we are thin- 
king of blending a team for the 
all-Arab tournament in May and 
the Seoul Olympics in Septem- 
ber,” said Emmanuel. 

Iraq qualified for the Olym- 
pics for the third time when it 
defeated Kuwait 1-0 early this 
year. It played in Moscow in 
1 980 and Los Angeles in 1 984. 

Meanwhile the Jordanian 
football team, which arrived in 
the Malaysian capital yesterday, 
does not know what is in store for 
it in the Group B Asian Cup 
qualifying tournament. 

“I have never seen Pakistan 
and Japan in action. As for 
Malaysia, I’ve only seen them 
playing on video. Therefore, I 
don't know how we will fare in 
the tournament,” said coach 
Ahmad M. Abu-Sheakha.

BONN, April 5, (Reuter): Olym- 
pic discus champion Rolf Dan- 
neberg said today he would 
boycott the first East-West Ger- 
many athletics international in 
June if Wolfgang Schmidt, 
expelled from East Germany last 
year, was not selected. 

Schmidt, a former discus 
world record holder, now com- 
petes as a West German but the 
national athletics federation 
decided last week he would not 
be in the team for the inter-Ger- 
man international in Duessel- 
dorf on June 1 9 and 20. 

Pushed 

Danneberg said: "We have to 
talk to the federation about this. 
We can't allow ourselves to be 
pushed around for purposes of 
sports politics. If the decision 
stays then I will decline to com- 
pete against East Germany.” 

The 1984 Olympic champion 
said be was speaking for himself 
and not for other West German 
athletes. 

Schmidt, who held the world 
record from 1978 to 1983, was 
expelled from East Germany last 
November. In 1982 and 1983 he 
spent over a year in prison on 
charges of illegal Western con- 
tacts and of attempting to defect. 


Kansas stun Oklahoma for title

KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 5. 
(Reuter): Collegiate superstar 
Danny Manning, who carried 
Kansas into the NCAA tour- 
nament final, last night led the 
Jaybawks to the National Bask- 
etball Championship with a 83- 
79 upset victory over Oklahoma. 

Manning led all scorers with 
31 points and pulled down 18 
rebounds in a tremendous effort 
in the see-saw battle against a 
team that had beaten Kansas 
twice this season. 

Regular 

This was only the third time in 
National Collegiate Athletic 
Association tournament history 
that regular season conference 
rivals have met in championship 
game. 

The 50-year-old tournament, 
known for wild finishes and 
dramatic last second heroics, did 
not disappoint yesterday. 

Kansas guard Scooter Barry 
was fouled with 1 6 seconds left in 
the game and his team leading 
78-77. The son of Rick Barry, 
one of the greatest former profes- 
sional players of all time, hit his 
first free throw for 79-77. but 
missed the second. 

Manning, who was named the 
tournament's Most Valuable 
Player, was fouled going for the 


rebound and sank two free 
throws to give Kansas a four- 
point edge with 1 4 seconds left 

Oklahoma's Ricky Grace then 
raced the length of Lhe court and 
hit a spinning lay-up to close the 
gap to 81-79 with seven seconds 
remaining. 

Manning was intentionally 
fouled after receiving the 
inbound pass. With five seconds 
on the dock, he put the game out 
of reach and ended Oklahoma’s 
dream of its first national cham- 
pionship when he sank both foul 
shots for 83-79. 

Kansas, which was not even 
expected to reach the final four, 
surprised Oklahoma when they 
came out running against the 
high-scoring Soon ers. 

Contest 

The game was close through- 
out. The first half ended 
deadlocked 50- 50 and with under 
five minutes left in the second 
half, the contest was still even 7 1 - 
71. 

Dave Sieger led Oklahoma 
with 22 points, including a tour- 
nament record seven three-point 
baskets. Kansas, with 11 losses 
this year, set a record of its own 
by Incoming the championship 
team with the most defeats in a 
season.

The Spanish champions, six- 
times Manners of the premier tro- 
phy in European club soccer, 
have not enjoyed the taste of 
triumph since beating Partizan 
Belgrade in Brussels in 1966 and 
aretuelled by a burning desire to 
end their frustration. 

. Deeds 

That victory, the final act in an 
era of greatness always 
associated with the deeds of Di 
Stefa no, Puskas and Gen to, has 
been followed by only one other 
appearance in the final. 

This was in 1981 when Madrid 
were beaten 1-0 in Paris by Liver- 
pool in a final condemned for its

Benfica hope to emulate their 
great rivals Porto by keeping the 
Cup in Portugal, but coach 
Antonio ’Toni’ Oliveira admit- 
ted the Romanians will be for- 
midable opponents. 

“Steaua are a better team than 
Anderlecht and we will ha ve to be 
at our best in Bucharest. There 
are no easy teams in the semifin- 
als of this competition," he said. 

In the Cup Winners' Cup, hoi- 1 
ders Ajax Amsterdam, still strug- 
gling for form following the 
abrupt departure of coach Johan 
Cruyff in January, face Olym- 
pique Marseille of France and 
Belgium's Mechelen meet Italian 
Second Division Atalanta.

UEFA delay decision on English clubs 


LONDON, April 5. (AP): A 
seven-week postponement of the 
decision to re-ad mi t English soc- 
cer clubs to European competi- 
tion was taken at the request of 
Britain's sports minister, the con- 
tinent's ruling body of soccer 
said today. 

“It was on the basis of a 
request by the sports minister in 
Britain thata decision be taken at 
theend of June,” Rudolph Rolh- 
enbubler, a spokesman for 
UEFA, said. 

Sports Minister Colin Moyni- 
han was out of the country and 
unavailable for comment. He has 
repeatedly urged caution in re- 
admitting English clubs to 
European competition, from 
where they have been banned for 
three years following a riot by 
fans that left 39 people dead. 


Rain hits

occurred. 

Top seed Martina Navratilova 
and the other top seven seeds 
drew byes for the first round of 
the 1 6th annual tournament, 
with a $60,000 winner's purse, on 
the green har-tru hard clay courts 
at the Sea Pines Plantation 
Racquet C.ub. 

Two-time defending cham- 
pion Steffi Graf and eight-time 
winer Chris Evert will not take 
part in the tournament. 

Tournament officials said 
Graf will be conducting sponsor- 
related clinics. Evert was said to 
have a prior commitment.

Three months ago, UEFA 
announced at a meeting in Mon- 
aco that a ruling on the English 
clubs would be taken at a session 
of its full congress in St 
Andrew’s, Scotland, on May 3. 

Condition 

It indicated at the time that the 
ban would be lifted at St 
Andrew’s in time for next season, 
on condition English fans behave 
at this summer’s European 
championship finals in West 
Germany. 

But last week, newspapers 
quoted UEFA president Jacques 
Georges as saying the decision 
had been put off until June 25, 
the day of the title match at the 
championships, where England 
is one of the eight teams. 1 

In a brief statement yesterday. 


UEFA confiiTned that its 
executive committee would 
decide England's fate at the end 
of the championships “and not 
on May 3 ... as previously 
announced." 

“It's not a question of chang- 
ing our minds,” Rothenbuhler 
told the Associated Press. “It's 
much more complicated than 
that. There have Men a number 
of talks.” 

Account 

The spokesman said he did not 
know exactly when Moynihan 
had made the request but 
indicated it had come since the 
Monaco meeting. 

A spokesman at the sports 
ministry said he was not aware of 
any new talks between .^.mini- 
ster and UEFA but stressed the 
government had always been 


keen to keep the ban enforced 
through the summer to monitor 
the behaviour of English fans.

English clubs have been 
barred from the Champions 
Cup, Cup Winners Cup and 
UEFA Cup since a riot by Liver- 
pool fans at the Heysel stadium 
in Brussels in May 1985, left 39 
people dead. Most of the victims 
were supporters of Juventus of 
Turin, Italy’s biggest club, which 
was playing Liverpool in the 
Champions Cup final. 


Woman golfer earns $2m in prize-money 

Alcott working on third million 


RANCHO MIRAGE, Califor- 
nia, April 5, (AP): When she’s 
not working as a short-order 
cook, grooming her Scottish 
terrier for shows or being 
involved in her numerous 
charitable endeavours, she finds 
a little time for golf. 

Amy Alcott is, in fact, good 
enough at the game that she's 
working on her third million. 

Lifted 

Alcott, 32, went over the $2 
million mark in earnings on Sun- 
day, when she won the Dinah 
Shore tournament for the second 
rime. 

The $80,000 winner’s cheque 
lifted her career earnings to 
$2,050,831, making her only the 
third player in LPGA history to 
surpass $2 million. 

She’s made $1 18,652 this year, 
tops on the Tour. 


But although Alcott is 
dedicated to golf, she finds time 
for many other activities. 

She spends some time working 
as a cook at the Butterfly Bakery 
in Los Angeles. She enters her 
pup, Shortscots Flying Venus 
McVie, in dog shows. 

She also serves on the 
President's Council against 
Drug Abuse, is a playing editor 
for Golf Digest, and holds an 
annual tournament to benefit the 
Multiple Sclerosis Society. 

In addi tion, she's working on a 
book for j unior golfers. 

And when she won the Dinah 
Shore with a tournament-record 
14- under-par 274 total AJcott 
wasn't only playing for herself. 

She dedicated the victory to 
Ann Paulson, a friend who is 
suffering from cancer. 

Alcott and Paulson, 25, have 
been friends since Alcott was a 


teen-age golf champion. She met 
Paulson, who was 10 at the time, 
and Paulson’s father at an 
amateur tournament. 

Alcott had said Saturday that, 
if she won, she would dedicate 
the victory to Paulson, who lives 
in Chicago. 

That made the triumph even 
more gratifying for Alcott, who 
had other reasons to celebrate. 

In addition to going over the 
$2 million mark, Alcott ended 
the longest winless streak of her 
LPGA carrer. After winning at 
least once a year since joining the 
Tour in 1975, Alcott was winless 
in 1987.
